Of these Q 
thro'v a sideliglit on the transactions of the lIon’blB 
Ija^t IiicUa Company’s Officers, 18 of them offer glimpses 
of the Rarodii arlministration, C bespeak of the Poona 
polities ill the last stage of the Maratha Empire, 
of thorn are connected with tho working of the almost 
nominal sway of the Raja of Satara, and 8 are 
chronicles of the times recorded by eontemp«*rary Hindi 
hLstorians in the service of the Divan family. The bust 
group contained a few instances of local tnirucles and 
supernatural events. I have omitted them. They are 
also tainted with evident personal eulogies. '1 he remaining 
16 present official transaction.s and are but the records of 
actual facts specially important. 

1 have added annotations containing references to the 
events recorded in these documents. They show con¬ 
temporary opinions imblished by other historians of tlie 
Morathas. 

The reliable nature of the promises and assurances of 
the British Officers, the questionable practices of Nana 
Phaduavis and his colleagues at Poona, the waning 
influence of the real Raja of Satara, the efforts of British 
historians in obtaining historical cbronicle.s from the 
(ia/tan of emiuent families through enlightened men 
like O-mgadli'ir Shastri, and tho real source of Grant 
DulT’a monumental History of the Marathas, are all in 
evidence in these pages.

DOCUMENT No. 1. 

(After compliments.) In the aeryice of the Chhntra* 
pati, one PraySsr Anant Eauaso, was a very intelligent, 
capable, eloquent, brave and gotxl penman at the head of 
the Mtlvali and Kokatii soldiers. He was appointed 
SwbAedai^ of Fort Satara and Fort Parli (SAake, 1571), 
After the death of the Maharaja (King Shi^'ilji), 
Aurangiseb went (to the Deccan) for invading Bijapur, 
At that time he went to Satara, and digging mines under 
the bastion, known as MangUi Buruj he tilled it up with 
large leather jars (JitulAalm) with powder and blew it 
up. It rose high and fell down. Many people were 
crushed to death under it. The Emperor’s hattery began 
to work. A severe bid.tle followed. Many were killed 
and many others wounded, SnOAerMr Prayagji fell 
down. He was buried under the debris. After night¬ 
fall, when the tiring ceased, Karkimii and soldiers went 
to find out who were wounded and who had died. They 
discovered one end of the scarf Prayagji wore. On 
removing part of the debris, they heanl Prayagji say 
that he was alive, and suggested that care be taken in 
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remoTiiig heavy stones. When the slabs were removed, 
it was found that lie was not (serinusly) liurt. Ke was 
thereupon taken to the ^lahiirajn. l^vjfii'am ^falmraja 
granted laud at Chincliner and Degauin. It is still hi 
the possession of the family. He (Prayagjt) had. two 
wives. The elder one gave hirth to a son. He was 
named Joti Frayag, alias Appaji. He (Appiijji) had four 
sons. The elder was Gangadhar Appiiji. He died 
without issue. The second was ChimniSji Appaji whose 
elder son ;va3 Sitanlm and younger Sakliaram. The 
third was Ehaskar alias (Appaji), whose son was the cele¬ 
brated RAvji Appaji. The fourth was Kakhmaji Appaji 
alias Bahaji Appaji. All these wen.' the sons of the 
first wife. Their descendants will Im mentioned in due 
course. The second wife (oE Pray5gji) gave birth to 
four sons. The eldest ivas Eaburav Pravag. The second 
Nartlyan Prayag, the tliird ifalhar Prayag, and the 
fourth Aladhavniv Prayag. Thus they were four. Such 
was Ihe extent of his family by the two wives. While 
Appaji WHS carrying on the duties of the 
of Fort Satara, Chimiulji Apiiaji came to age. Khtarsikar 
and Vangikar were employed as SA with tlieir 

own horses. They wei'e both brai e and had taken i>art 
in many an expedition. At that time (SAai-e, lOSO; 
Somtrfff, 1824) Damfiji Gaikwud d((Kl at Pattan. Fatte- 
sing Jtav lind gone to it neighbouring village. He 
returned as soon as he heal'd of the demise, and 
performed obsequies. Govind linv (Gaikwad) was in his 
province. He heard of it. He asked Government 

(Sft/'A-rtJ-) to confer on liim the A7/i//t7f (of the post) 
while the eldest member of the family Sayajt llav 
Gaikwild had prior claim. He was asked bow he could 
expect it. After receiving this reply, he (Sayaji Rijvj 
paid twcjity-one l(rM» of rupees as and obtained 
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ihe KhilUd. IfattesUig lliiv liyard thin, lie du]nit<?{I 

to Poona Billiiji Yamaji to discuss liis claim. He 
arrangetl for the proiier admiaistration of the province 
of Gujerat, and went iiarsonaU,v to Poona- In the mean¬ 
time Govindrilv paid the nazor and di-stributed the 
irntmUtia among his own people. He paid rupees twenty 
lakha out of the promised sum. The officers he had 
selectetl, received their auMfidii and went to Giijerat. 
(But) Pattesing had already arranged for the proper 
administmtiou of that province. The new officers arrived. 
They were not allowed to take charge. The treasury 
stored hy Damaji in the vestibule was removed by 
Goviudrav with the help of an army of 10,000 strong. 
When Fattesing opened negotiations about the appoint- 
iiient, he was told that as it had been already conferred 
(on another) it was not advisable m re-open the question. 
After many importunities Fattesing llav was told, (w-ith 
the object of keeping lihn contented) that one of the 
two, should carry on military duties, and the other should 
carry on the civil duties of the i>osl. Such (he was told) 
should be the procedure introduced. On this, Damaji 
applied the kittiknm (red ptiwder) to the forehead of 
Gohindrav’s mother. Damajis marriage was post- 
poued owing to some dispute, lie married another 
(meanwhile?). When Damaji's proposal was accepted, 
he was again married to that woman (?) The 
firstborn was Fattesing llav. Govindrilv was born 
after him. So each wife had her own son. In this 
manner, although Goviiulnlv was younger, as his mother 
had received the honour of the red powder in the/rs/ 
instance, he claimed seniority, because his mother was 
the senior wife. He, therefoie, got the khiUrd. He 
coveted the province. But he accepted the service, 
because he was afraid of losing his seniority, Fattesing

Uiiv jiuciiptefl civil duties. Oovijuliuv juude urraii^emeutfi 
for tlic expenscj> of the army, obiaineil penviisKlou of the 
Feshva and went to Barodrv. It was settled that he 
should serve with 3,0tHi stroo", fiovintbav gave in 
writing to that elYect, He was present with tlie Fesliva 
during the Xijagal(r) and Beder expeditions. The officers 
he liad sent to Gujerat could not receive charge from 
I'attesin" Itfiv’s TAanedrifs. There wan a battle. In this 
battle Chimnnji Ajipiiji, Anna B!u1u aird \"!lugikar wore the 
officers employed under Khai'sikar, In the action near 
Sougad, he himself, Chimuaji Aiipfiji and some of 
Vftugikar’s soldiers were killed. After this, Govindriv 
complained, through ^laUadji Siude, ^labji Gborpade 
and TSmbekar Xilik, that liy granting cinl powers to 
Fatteaing he was made to suffer. He, therefore, should 
have the entire control. He was told in reply hy 
Bavsilheh Pesliva, that theie siiall be no change in w'hat 
the iSarMr had done. If he repeated the request, it 
would not be tolerated, and jwlded, 

“If you -ay that you hnre losij, you should re-open tli« 

subject ivitli luy cousent, Voii did not listen to tbis, extravagantly 
spent money, and created dietiirbatice- Tlie distribution of ivork was 
settled with your mutual consent. Vou and your brother shotdd 
co-operate and serve the St«ri‘5r without niiy friction. lusiead of 
that you bring diqmles to tbe SafkSr, Wlmt is tide ? 

There was then no help. Fiitil Bava (Maliadjt Sindia) 
started for Hindustan (N. India). Govindrilv showed 
wilUngiie.ss to accompntiy him, Frdil Btiva said, 

“ You arc tu [losset^siion of Havaili and Ninibgav, niul if you remain 
with me 1 sbnti giant villsiges yielding twenty to tiventy-live 
thousand a year, as revenue.'* In re|dy (Goviniiruv) $aid “ You liave 
secured for roe the £Aif/e/ aud Hu* (funiSnAiji^ by reconitnepding roe 
to the SariSr. 1 accepli them.*' 
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“Ill this spL-ecli I hav** lost all hope ol' (liu pusitioii. 
Govind or snid, fii my iiccoinpanying you tuul acooptliig 
your kind ofl'or, 1 realize tlie jiiDuence of my Fate. II 
18 better to die or to turn an ascetic. One tins to do this 
or that, but you say tlmt J should accept your oiler.“ Ritil 
Bara replied, “ Have I sintri'd myself iu speaking about 
you ? I spoke sirongly in tbc prescribed inanucr. But what 
can I do, u'heii tbc Sfn-kru' commands thus? After I 
kiioiv your ivishes, I shall (agaiul si>eHk in aceurdtincc 
with them and in a way acceptable to (tbc AVo'/w).*' He 
(Govindrfiv) siid, “ On your i^'iiy to Hindustan pray take 
a turn and go through Gujerat for my sake. And 
establish my oontroL If so, L shall accompany you." 
Then he (Siiidia) replied, “ There is no objection to go 
with you. But Fattesing Bav is in power; T>ecause he is 
the elder, he I ms obeyed orders, aii<i you have 

accepted military service. He, iiustead of persisting iu 
claiming the pusitiou of the elder, accepted tbc ilecision 
and obayetl orders. He is in possessiem of the ivliole 
estate. You iu‘« unable to do anything and therefore 
you say all this. You ought tu liave thuuglil of this 
course before. That you did not do. ^t'hat is the use 
of speaking now t 1 did not desist from working for 
you. And, therefore, I suggested a way to rcuonciliation. 
If you do not like it, what is the remedy ?" After he 
said BO, Govindrav replied, “ What I did, was under 
instructions from you. In future also I shall follow your 
advice. Whatever you do, pray remember that I am 
your man. That is my prayer." When lie said so, he 
was told, “ You wish me to pass through Giijerat! A'ery 
well. The Soi'l'm' should pass such an order. I shall 
ask the Stti'kttr and act accordingly." 

Shi'imaiit (The Feshva) gave (Jlahadji) permission 
to go to Hindusthaii. When liegging leave he anked for 
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tu go tJii'uui'b Uujeriit uuc] to puss tlirougli 
the Uroftch District cUi Pilyagiid aad 3ialva. “On my 
way I shall settle my dispute with Pattesing Itav 
Gaikvild about the Vaghod District. Goviud Rilv 
Gaikvitd says that he would accompany me. I shall 
consult him on the suliject and obey (your) orders.” 
lie was thereupon commanded to settle his own nittAal 
(tract). Vaghod District had been handed over to him 
(i'attesing) on Ijehalf of the Siifkfu'. Such was the 
order, Patil Dava then asked Goviudriiv to accompany 
him. Govindruv siwke of what thus happened (to 
Khando Avji) and added that he had to prepare himself 
to go, “ Think of this,” he (Khando Avji) said, “ As 
you have to go to a very distant place, keep a suitable 
retinue. It should Ije in proportion to your reputation. 
You have already told him (llahudji) that you will 
arrange for funds. \\*liat is to be clone now ?” He 
(Govindrfiv) said, “I shall take Patil Biiva to Gujerat, 
With his help 1 wish to establish my power. 1 f I incur 
debts, I shall rcimy them. Do I wish to avoid repayment 
of anybody’s dues r You can arrange this. Then why 
ask me?” After this, Khaiidoba sent for Ravji ApjMiji 
and spoke to him (about the matter). He said (Govindrav) 
wishes to go. He has a powerful ally. It is not nice to 
advise him (Govindifiv) to ask lum (Sindia) to advance 
the sum. If any linancial dilhculty arises on the way, the 
result u'ill depend on what he pays. On reaching 
Gujerat, we reach our own wallififit (tracts). We can 
borrow a few rupees, but this is a wretched state and, 
therefore, I cannot make up my mind to start. Arrange 
ihe matter as you conveniently can, I .shall settle the 
payment through you — either here (at Poona) or there 
(in Gujerat). But this (business) must be accompUshed.” 
On this Eavba (Ravji Appaji) told some merchants that 
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Goviiidrav (Gillkwikl) was Siiidia (lfaii5<lji). 

“ Your busiuesM is to supjily clothes and accoutrements. 
See if \''ou can do this” (in this case). When he said ho, 
the clealel^i immediately supplied it (all). When they 
asked for jjjiyment, they were told, “ It would be done, 
when the usual amount is received from tho Sni'kto'.*’ 
Khaudoba suggested tliat ” After evorythiiig is ready, 
your work would be done through liulaji.*’ On his saying 
so, the Naik promised to advance tifty thousand rupees. 

When he (Khandoha) was asked for payment, ho 
replied, He (Gov indiav) was going with Patil Bfiva 
tbrougli Gujerat, wliere he would establish hi-s power. 
The Sttt'kiif has decided that they should pass through 
ilrdva (iiH well). When they go there, we shall pay you." 
The Naik had already hoard of the Pfttil Hava’s depar* 
ture (such respectable people would not tell lies). He, 
therefore, promised to advance tho sum, “but,” he added, 
“ Hnvha should admit his responsibility. Then I shall 
pay.” Pdtil Bfiva, thei'efore, took Ravba to him (Xaik) 
and rehited what PAlil Bava spoke to the Sftriiuanf. He 
(Naik) said, ‘ If you stand security, I shall advance the 
amount.” llavlia told (him) aside, “ I have my say. 
Thev are I am jutor. What is the value of my 

credit in tetn eon ? You turn towards me (as trustworthy). 
How can I tell you to put obstacles, in their work ? Y'ou 
are inlluential. You are (Nnik) related to Sftrknr, I 
cannot realize that your monev will not Iw iwid. After 
this (explanation) do as you please.” Bliidc (Xaik) said, 
“ I am not going to catch you (by the throat) Say— 
t Yes—in their presence.” After they (Uilvji and Bliide) 
spoko ill the presence of both (I'fttil Hava and Govindmv) 
and Kiivlm stood security. He then took a promissory 
note, but added that he did not quite rely on the docu- 
luent alone, “ I shall have to recover the amount from 
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you. ir you rtgreo 1 shall pay, if not, I shall not.” 
Ravba thoreuiwn looked at (the face of ) Klianaolja. IIu 
(Khandoba) saul, “Why are you tifraiilr Say—yea! 
\Vheti we hare a master like Patil Bfim, what is the 
value of this sum (agaiust that) ? ” At this time lie 
(Riivl>a) said, es,—Pay,’' The Xaik then eaused the 

amount to Ije paid, [ji this manner he (Ravba) iiiflu* 
euced many mcrchonte uud dealers, and secured inillious 
of rupees. Kjivlia used to ijo to GovindrSv and speak 
to him on other subjects, hut to monetary transactions 
Khandolm when alone refused to refer in hts conversation, 
lirivha never spoke of it himself. After making these 
arrangements, it was decided, at the time of starting (on 
the exiwditioii), llmt a kat k-ttu be engaged on behalf of 
the creditor, Govindrilv (himself) suggested, “As Ravlia 
stands security, lot him go with me, I .shall then repay 
through him," It met with Bhide's approval. (Govin"- 
difiv) said “This (arrangement) will facilitate tho settle¬ 
ment of my tmimctioiis aud save your credit.” Kitvha 
replied, “ Have I no elders at home? If I go with vou, 
who is to jiHV my expenses and to sup|M>rt the family ? 

I have been working here with the JXtfrbTt}-. If I go out 
and return after a long interval, I shall have to begin 
life again. What is the advantage ? Take a Kfu/cmi, 
It will he all right.” On this, BalnWilieh (Gaikwild) 
and the N’ilik (moneyAender) decided that Bavba should 
himself go, Tlu?.v said, “ ^\*e shall take civre of you as 
srtggestL'd iu your remark.” When both of them pressed 
the point, Itavba hml no alternative. At this time all 
creditors who had supplied articles also suggested tlmt, 
if RiWlia were to go, he would carefully arrange for ihe 
rcpHymerit. “ Wc feel conlidciit on thi.s,” Kavlm replied, 

“ you all wish me to go. It is all very well, hut nil jiay- 
ments iwe to he made through Khandoba. If the 
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amounts are not paid, you will accuse me of mis^ 
apjtropriadoiK I do not aspire to aucli a repttfaih^,*^ 
Tiicy said, ** You take interest in our business and, there¬ 
fore, you will by all means recover the amount. If it is 
not rejUized, it would be our misfortune. IVe shall not 
blame you.*^ In this manner nil the creditors settled the 
deputation of Barba. GovindrSi* repeated the offer. 
Khandoba also said the same thing. Bilvba, therefore 
prepftred to go. Ituvba thereupon took Gopfilrnv Bhiclo 
Ntlik to NSua (Fadimvis) who said, “ I have had transac¬ 
tions with the Sarkto^ Kindly permit Ruvba to go wnth 
him for n feiiV days to facilitate repayment.” Nflna said, 
“If he is useful to you, I shall look after his duties 
here.” Rjlvlici bowed and said, ‘*I spoke to the Kaik id 
several ways but he insists on my going. 1 then told 
him,—I cannot go without Kiina’s permission. He has, 
therefore, brought me here to obtain that permission. 
When you order me to go I have no alternative. I am 
going, until this work is done in a few days. All this 
reflects the lustre of your self. If I am able to retain 
my lideHty. I shall be able to accomplish this work. 
Should I keep you informed of it ?” He {Kana) said, 
" No,” Bavba thus accompanied Govlndrav. He had 
access to Patil Biva and to all others (officers). Every¬ 
body liked him.

At this stage, it w'as found very difllcult to go eid 
Nasik and through the Basseia District. When Fatte- 
sing learnt that Patil Bava was going through Songad 
and Dliarampur wdth Govhidrav (Giiikwtld) he collected 
all rajat, raises, merafs, dacoits, Bhils, Soils, B&nas, 
Thilkurchls, gave them assurances (r), gave them enter¬ 
tainments, dresses, and told them in a respectful manner 
to defeat the enemy (Govindrav) so <vs to prevent their 
reaching Baroda. “ There lies ” (he added) “the test of

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youf TOloniv Tliis will be the recompense for the protec¬ 
tion we gave you. If not” (he added firmly) " I will 
take hack from you ercry lane and alley. Be sure,” Tl'hen 
ho said so people, who were naturally eager to do mischief 
were rather glad. It was a daDgerous thing to travel 
alone. Horaes laden with stores were likely to he lost. 
Unwary horsemen were likely to lose their ponies. 
Pedestrians lost their clothes. They «*ere tied to trees. 
Wlienever people halted (for rest) they lost their horses 
and belongings. Such was the trouble created, Sindia 
(Mahtidji) was obliged to keep in all directions spies, 
guards, piquets and vanguard.s even two hours before 
sunset. He felt tliat he would not have suffered in this 
manner if he had not taken Govindiftv with him “God’s 
will be done” (he exclaimetl). In this manner he any¬ 
how crossed Hie Narbada with great difficulty. Under 
fear of danger to life in going to Baroda, they left 
Cambay to the left and Petlavad to the right, and went 
to Piiyagad nV Bfikur. During these troubles Itavba 
was consulted and he tendered valuable advice. Hi-s 
lucky stars removed all obstacles. There w’as no one who 
could stand security for payments required in the army. 
Hundreds of men and animals had to be fed. Three or 
four times did llarlia remind Govindi^iLr and Kliandolia 
that they said (at Poona) that there would be no want of 
money as soon as they reached tlieir territory (and added) 
“ Hake some arrangement for the repayment of the 
previous debt.” Kbandop^mt replied, “ Hiivha, you see 
all that happens. W'e are not sjwakiug with you ’with 
reserve. What is the remedy to the question you raise ? 
If there were any neglect (on our part) in obtaining 
funds your remark would liave been appropriate,” Riivlm 
replied, " They will ask we when they demand repay¬ 
ment, I have to keep them (creditors) informed. You 
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will ftlso blame me for writing (to theivi) without your 
consent. Or they will accuse me of eo-operation through 
corrupt motives, I am helpless as I heave to obey both 
sides. I am therefore obliged to tit up matters in a 
suitable manner.’* On this Govindrav mid, “ Ravba, 
Khandoba told me the purport of your conversation, 
I see and hear myself (all that ts bap^ieniug). If we go 
to Gujerat to take possession of the from him 

(Fattesing) we are not sure whether we slvall reach our 
destination or (nobody knows) what may happen. If 
we declare open war with him, he has formed a treaty 
with the VTa have no per mission to interfere 

w ith it (the treaty). If I w'ere to threaten them (local 
officers), we have diverted our route through his fear. 
How can therefore we speak to them (the officei^i). Tell 
me, AVe ought not to have left Poona, lint you have 
brought us out by helping the preparation, 1 shall not 
forget your obligations. Your brother laid his life for 
me in the battle of Soogad. I know it. I am indebted 
to you in every way. Alay Hari (God) bring the day on 
which I shall be able to repay (these ohligatious). You 
alone can help to bring it about. Nobody else can do it. 
Do not Iw anxious about the repayment (of the debt), 
I will get tht? whole thing done tlxrongli you, De 
assured.” He said so. AVlien Sindia came to Payagad 
on his way to Iliudustan, somebotly told PixHl liava “ all 
Kolis, ItewaU, Thakurs and Princes have been com¬ 
manded by Fattesing to annoy Patil KSva. Do not allow 
him to pass safely. Our own Hevaia and Kolis are there¬ 
fore no longer ours. They will come in onr way. The 
GaikwaJ (Fattesing) is the master of the place. They 
will not disobey him. They will sacriiice their lives, in 
doing their duty. Such is the state (here), We should 
therefore start (from here) after making some arrangement 
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about this state of things/’ On enquiry, it vrm found to 
be too true. Being thus sure that bis army will not be 
able to pass safely through this route, he (Patil Bura) sent 
for the Thiikur of Baria and told him “ We have to start 
(now). Make arrangements on our way and help us to go 
to Ujjain/’ He replied, You are my master, I take up 
the responsibility of safe conduct through my tract. What 
can I say about further progress r* His territory extended 
over 20 to 25 miles. He conducted the army safely. To 
prevent trouble with the Kolis, he distributed dresses and 
other presents among them and told them (Sindia and 
Giiikwad) to do the same as far as Kuahalgad. They agreed. 
On reaching Dabod, the Thakiir of Kushalgad was sent for 
and offering many assurances be was asked to conduct the 
army to UJjain. He (the TLakur) said that the Raja was 
living in the fort and that he would go and give him this 
message. (He added) After his visit we shall obey your 
orders and serve you/* They then went to Kushalgad, 
On nearing Ujjaiu, Rilvl>a said to Govindrav and Kliando- 
pant, "It is now three or four months since I left (Poona). 
Pray give me permission to go back. I am going. You 
settle the payment of the debt in the best way you like. 
In Poona they will give me no rest. Kindly remember 
thk and then do what you like/* Khandopaut replied, 
"Y"ou see and know everything here. What am I to 
add? You propase going liack. 1 will consult the 
Maharaja and let you know.” The iraharaja w'as there. 
He (turned to him) and asked him (what to do). The 
Maharaja (Gaikwad) said " Eavija I l brought you because 
I trust you. Patil B»va could not help and therefore he 
was obliged to almndon the original route. Although 
you know this, you express your desire to go hack. But 
stay for a few days and (let ns see) if we can feel our way 
(out of this difficulty). Otherwise (It seems) our end 
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has approached. After getting oat of this alTair, that will 
be the real way which Gotl Shri Hari will find out (for 
us), Ilavba, you say you are going liacli. Does it become 
you (to sa,v so) ? ” He tlieu passed liis hand round 
UavWs neck and added, "^fy own brother liaa made me 
go from door to door. You must have (in previous birtli) 
l)eeii heavily indebted to mo ( * * • ). t have 

no confidence in aiiylxxly else. You have already accom¬ 
plished a task whicli Khatidoba could not, Y'ou have 
saved my ci'edit. Khandoija gave me timely information 
(it is true). Still 1 am much indebted to you. May God 
relieve me out of this debt ( * * ) for which I am so 

much obliged to you. T am conscious of it.” At this 
speech (Bavba) was obliged to cliange his mind and to 
stay with him (Govindrfiv). l\'here Khandol>a could not 
help, Bftvba accomplished his work. All men (in the 
camp) w'ere inclined to listen to and act up to his advice.

Everybody was sorry. His senior (elder) was Ragholia 
Dada and liis heir n'as NilrAyanrav BalliiL He was taken 
to Satara, He took his X.'hHlaf in Sbake 1605. He con¬ 
ducted the duties for nine months. 

On the day which was the combined 13th and 14tb of 
the first half of Bfimlrnpaif (Arbir) Sumersing Gardi con¬ 
spired with Badasalieb, acceptetl tlie offer of money, and 
received from him a written order. In the situated 

in the Shanw ur Peth, while they both (uncle and nephew) 
were living under the same roof (Sutnersing) forced his 
way into it and killed Nilrayan Riiv sillieb. Subsequently 
DadAsaheb invaded the country of the Nixam with the 
army. This was the information received liy Patil Buva. 
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After this it was settled through Krishna RAv Ballal 
that of t went}’ lakhs year) be accepted from the 

Mongals, aud Nawab Rukam Daiila and Kiiiam-ul-ilulk 
went to sec Dadiisalieb, After some friendly negotiation 
the jahajir so accepted was returned. On hearing tliis 
Nana (Fadnis) informed PAtil BiiTa that Karayan Ear 
Peshwa's wife Gangahrii was in the family way. Dadasaheb 
will treacherously do her harm. " 1 am taking her to 
Fort £*uraiidcir. Because people will say tliat we brought 
some outsider (child) and declare it as Ktlr^yan llav’s. 
There should therefore he some witness at the accouche- 
inent. She should he an elderly (w'omaii). That is why 
she is carried there (to Purandar), Come back imme¬ 
diately with your army/’ Such w^as the letter. Patil 
Biiva therefore turned Imck. In the Dcsb, Sbahilji Bbosle 
of Akalkot had raised a revolt, DAdasilhe!} thereat 
deputed Trinihakruv mAma. Tlie Nagpur Bhosle was 
mixed up (in the revolt). Niina induced him to be friendly. 
When the news of the birth of NarAyan Eilv’s son was 
received, the Mongal, and the Mama, joined together and 
conspired against Diidilsaheb w'itli tlie consent of Sakliiiram 
Pant BApu, Moroba Bada, Bnbu|i Naik, and KrishnarAv 
Balia), When Badilsaheh learnt this, he directed his steps 
(to Poona), and attacked Miona and the ilongaU. Mama 
was defeated, Dadasaheb captuI'od him. The soldiers 
turned their backs. At this juncture ITari Pant Tstia 
showed great rectitude, called all sardars, gave them 
assurances, mobiliiied them again, saw' the Naw'ab at 
Sbahajira, gave him encouragement, and secured diplo¬ 
macy. 

Madlvavrjiv Narayau was born on Monday the 7th' of 
the tirst half of Vuishakh Shake {Ja^a Samaatsar), 
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People were delighted, Tliev distfibuted sugar, llejoic- 
ings were held in every house All aa Jist^dtiil'Sf aftrddrs^ 
and foreign rulers and their Amirs learnt of it. They 
were delighted. Dndnsalieb was taken to Purandar. He 
met Ilari Pant ^Piitia and the Nawfib. When they 
joined him he crossed the Narbada. To reconcile Dildii- 
saheb, Sakharilm Iklpu and Nana followctl him up to 
Verul. DridiisTiheb grew suspicious, and turned towards 
Gujemt. On his way (his wife) Anandi Rfii gave birth 
to a son at Hhar. Hujirfiv II n as born with his face down 
(towards the earth).’ He stayed there for a few days aud 
de.sired to go to Surat through Gujerat. Patil Bava went 
to Poona accoidiiig to XiliitVs letter. BTidiisalieb w^as 
accompanietl by an army and some Jftiitknriif. He sent 
for Goviiid KhanderaV Cliitiiis (of Satara) and a.«ikerl him 
’ivhether he had friendly relations with NiSna. Govindrilv 
Chitnis replied, “The Hahiiraja (of Satam) would not 
destroy what he himself liad done.” “Tf that is theKise” 
(said Dadiisaheb) "how am I to induce the Ilnstir 
Mdnkaris and Snrdare to join me ? ” He replied, “ I and 
all the servants of the Maharaja will never disobey his 
orders, They can he called together only on receiving 
letters from the ntt;:N>\ They will come at the sight of 
his letters, Ihere is no doubt about tliat.” 

At this suggestion, it was settled that such letters 
should be written. Letters with proper titles recogniy,ed 
by the iEaharilja, were addressed (as if written by his 
command) and SiuhTshiv llSv LjixmauCliitniswas deputed 
(to Satara) to get them attested. lie went to Salara, got 
the letters, completed (signed) by Sfmmmif Riljaram 
Saheh iEaliariija and handed them, over to the hea<l oi 
the messengers (J&snds), They were despatched under 
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the stringent orders of Niioa. Tliej ireiit ns far ns DJiar, 
handed Ihe letters over to tlie Sani^iltafiiks ^—officers of the 
Cavalry and Infantry. 'I'hose ivlio got the letters, quietly 
started n ith their followers witliout cousulling nnybodv 
else. Ill this manner all the people who were with 
Dadasiiheb returned (to Poona). Witli him there remained 
his personal slaty, bodyguards, two or three comj>aiiies of 
State Cavalry, two or three ttiousand soldiers of the 
infantry and Sakharam Ilurj (Gupte) the head of the 
Aitri-nitg of the *■ vegetable ” Depirtmerit, Suljsequently 
he rose after the death of Xarayan llav. He was (for¬ 
merly) the manager of Anandi Bai. He was the Balshi 
;a General in the Army), All left (Dliar). He was a 
favourite of (DadasTihel)) because he was doiihlv connected 
as an officer (of two Departments). He was a brave man 
(TalrSr Jiakuidfn*). He proved his valour in two or three 
expeditions. A soldier and a penman combined and a 
great administrator in addition. Dadivsfiheb wLslied to 
form an alliance with the British and to Iw the .sole ruler 
(at Poona). At this juncture, the main army deserted 
him. He remained alone n itb four or five * thousand 
soldiers. He (Dadasalieh) intended going to Cape Comorin 
at the head of the army he e.vpected from Surat. On 
the other hand, while Patil Biv\‘a was going to Desh, 
Khaudo Avji of IVimhegav was taken very ill. It was a 
rapid march. He (Khando) sulfered m'.;eh. When lie 
found that his case was liopcleas lie said to Govitidrsv 
(Gaikwad), ** 1 pulled on during the last ten or twelve years 
on tlie strength of llSvji's fidelity. Wherev'er there' was 
any difficulty, I told him that he alone could get out of 
it, and did work at the risk of bis life. His elder brother 
Chimnaji Appsji sacrificed his life at the battle of Songad. 
r have therefore promised to him that I will arrange for 
hereditary grants to him. He has similarly worked 
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loyally with you, preserving amiable relation with the 
DarttkilUi'^ and with the ladies in your household. They 
always trusted him. He must lie kept above want. He 
was given two or tlirec important duties. They paid him 
for his expenses. The usual aazar and charges 

were recovered from him. He is ncijuainted and is friendly 
with eFeryho<ly. Everybody wants llavlia, He would 
do no harm to anybody, ife ivas therefore a grt^at 
favourite. You asked him to undertake all prepanitions 
for the expedition. Although you had no cash, he ob¬ 
tained it from Hhidc, He also got materials (on credit) 
from the Boharas, cloth merchants, Gosavis, and Jijigars, 
all worth lakhft of Kupees, The limit (of repayment) has 
expire<l. He accompanied you. What shall 1 tell him if 
he asks me (about provision for himself)? When you 
gave oftlers, he never uttei'ed a w^ord (iu hesitation). It 
is not possible to get such a man even after a great search. 
But there was a lucky coiiicideace like the proverb, “ God 
sent water at the time of sacred ablutions." Thus were 
preparations for the expedition accomplished. T um dying. 
Had I lived, it was my intention to go to Giijerat and 
salute you seated on the masuatl. But God does not like 
it. AVhat to do ? Cannot survive. If Bilvlia gets into 
difficulties, do as you like and do not allow any troubles 
to overtake him. If he remains free (to act) he witl save 
you in a thousand ways, and save himself (loo), ^’'ann 
(Fadnis), Ha ri pant, t^kbiinim JBiipu, Moroba Bad a Psnse, 
Klutsgivfile, and Ram Sbastri are all friendly with him. I 
alone know how I induced him to accompany you. You also 
know it partly. Therefore if you take him as your right 
hand man, your Sardarfihip will be thoroughly organised 
by all means. No other man can do that. Be assured of 
tills.” Such is the way in which he spoke to Govindrilv, He 
then became unconscious. He could not speak. Finding 
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him at the point of death, Govindrav left his bed-side. 
He was very sorry. He knew that he had to establish his 
Sardarship by alternate fasting and food-taking. He was 
sure of the confidence Bilvba commanded. When he left 
Foona, the creditors hopetl from day to day, to obtain 
refunds. But they waited in rain. On bis reaching 
destination, they made a row. They surrounded Khandolia. 
For two or three days they remained round him. There 
was no payment. They therefore thought of surrounding 
Govindrav^s tent. Khandoba got an inkling. He placed 
guards and piquets round the tent, and quietly arranged 
that no one was allowed to go inside (the tent). Some 
people rose to enter the tent. They were stopped. 
Khandoba said, am present on the spot, I do not 
refuse to repay. You will be paid in full. HTiy do you 
go to the Chief ? If you disrespect him in this manner 
you will get nothing. If you remain quiet, you will be 
the gatnera," He said so. At this moment Ravfia 
arrived. When he saw that Khando Avji was surrounded 
(by creditors and their agents) he walked towards Govind- 

rav’s tent. There also he saw a crowd. Then...

and all cesses, the present and future revenue, ownership 
over the water, grass, wood, stones and other minerals, 
etc. That he was made the hereditary rightful ituntidar 
and was favoured with the necessary letters. After this 
vour srrandfather dietl and the late Maharaja granted the 
same village to your father Aiitaji PraySg with heredi¬ 
tary rites. IVhile in the enjoyment of these grants in 
the said village, you had a house in which all the 
documents were hept. That house took fire which 
destroyed all the property, including the said documents.

Our ancestor Fmyagji Arniiit loyally served at Fort 
8atara in war and peace the tnte Mahachja 8hrtmant 
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SliJlhu CbhatrA|>ati for many yenrii. He fnitlifully eervt^d 
as Hiivflldiir (commandant) and protected tlie tort. He 
liad under liim all the ftadkttris ("uards at the fort). 
His ifajesty graciously granted to him by an hereditary 
grant of one KSrhitt, one orderly and the villages of 
Pegfiv, daitAiar^ Nigdi, Angapur Tfih^'n Vadan, 
Xagatvane Shelekvadi, Songav, Dervadital, Gauiidi, 

Kamadi, Uaigav, Kudal, and H am hi i—together fifteen 
villages ivere granted iti aanmfi/ as iitams. They are still 
in the possession of the family. After working at the 
fort for many years, he was transferred to the Peshvas at 
Poona. Outside the fort our ancestors and my father, and 
myself have all along rendered services. M'e had yOO 
ffiifikftria under us until 18(50-61. Bc.sides these villages, 
we receivetl dresses of honour. ICven after the estahiish- 
inent of the Eritish Government, we were at the head 
of ."lOft ffadkffrta. I was at the head, and the Maharaja 
always resected our position in court, Since 18GI-ft2 
(A. D.) the Queeii'#//rA-dj' (dii-ect Enle) di.scontiiiued all 
our active work and granted half the income of the said 
vittagea to perptuity. This grant was made two 
years ago. 

2. During the reign of the late Shuhu Mahstnj 
Chliatrapati, Emperor .Vurangxeh itesieged the fort of 
Satam. At that time our ancestor Prayagji Anant the 
cliief aitbied^tr of the fort, bravely fought at the head of 
Ills faithful army. The enemy was defeateil and the 
MaharAja gained victory. In this battle PrayAgji Anant 
was blown up during liombaniment. He fell towards 
the Eastern haation. Maharfija sent a search party, found 
him still alive, brought him l>ack, showed him great 
favour, and finding him loyal and faithful, granted in 
pcri>etual huon the village of Kalamhe. Out of the 
revenue of his village the cess and the 
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l-h^hd ee3s and Royal garden were also granted (after 
the demise of Prayagji) to my grand-father Joti Anant, 
and to Gaiigadbar Jott and Rhaskar Joti and Rakhmajt 
Joti, and Sitariim Cliimnaji hy tlie late Shrimaitt Efijashi'i 
AlfldhaYiTiv Narayau Pradhan. We therefore got the 
entire village. It is in our possession. This mam village 
was granted about loO years ago. We possess all the 
documents of the grant. 

Ji- My grand-uncle Rilvji Appiji and grand*father 
RivbAji Api^ji served the Peshva Sarkrv. Because the 
were the miblmlars of the fmt of Satara, they were grant- 
etl a piece of grass land at wnw/V Akle falttka Satai'a. 
We are in the enjoyment of the grant. 

4. After the village of Kalamlie was granted aa 
(free-hoUl), my great grand-uncle Ritvji AppJlji 
and my great graniL-father HabAji Applji built houses for 
the and got some of them married at their cost. 

They supplied footl and clotlus to the poorest of them. 
Thnv were religiously disposed and adored God and 
Brahmans. All the residents of thtwe villages remainiMl 
conbetiteil and hap[>y. I have &>ntinued the same policy 
and have built Urge houses at Kalamlie. They are as 
follows 

(1) A mansion in the centre of the town. Built of 

))o1ished stone, teak liltwkw'ood, has four wings, 
three stories, a first class Imilding, completed 
in 1736 at a cost of three of Knpee.s. 

It has no equal (in the district) except in the 
Palace of Satara. 

(2) The temple S/fW Uhairav, of |K>lishcd stone, has 

a high dome and a terrace. Is surrounded liy 
rest-houses and other temples. In its com¬ 
pound there is a temple devoted to Miirnti 
(Haiiuuian) equally strong and good-looking. 
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Finished in S/utke 1730 at a cost of about a 
* lakh of rupees (Its, 1,00,000). I repaired the 

rest bouses in Shake 1797 to 1799 at a cost of 
Itupees 2.000, 

(3) In the midst of the town an open-air public 

masonry seat {par} built of polished stone, in 
Hhake 1733, cost Es. 2,000. 

(4) The temple of Shri Veneshvar on the banks of the 

Vena river, ui polished stone, strolls' and beauti¬ 
ful. Kuilt in Shake 17o5, cost Rs, 30,000. 

(o) A Ijathing jr/M/, of stone and large enough to 
acconimodate 100 people. Cost Ks, 15,000. 
Hiw near it ti™ small open-air mised masonry 
platforms under the ailjoining sacred pipal 
{Fiotm tree. Cost Rs. 2,000. 

(fj) Another separate g/nlt to the west of the alxive. 
Cost Rs. fi,000, 

(7) A paved strtwt lemling to the river. Coat Rs. 
2,000, Shake 1734. 

Ti. Our family god Shri Vavateshwar has a large 
temple aitiiated on a hill to the west of Satara. We feel 
hereditary devotion to that god and hare arranged for lus 
worship, hLs food otferings and for feeding Brahmans, the 
perpetual light in the temple and an Dual festivities hold 
on the 30th Moon of /Carfik and on the lith Moon of 
Jfiigh. The first of the.se festive occasions hnn Iwon 
arranged on a very large scale because our ancestor was 
in the habit of frequently visiting the hill for paying his 
respects on this date. Brahmans are fed on that day, 
kathm (dialogue on religious subjects) are held. The 
annual graut for these two festivities is Rs. 300, This 
sacred seat of the god is our property. Government have 
granted a piece of land at Kalambe, yielding Rh. 30 as 
annual revenue. The dillcrence is paid by me. 
e 
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6. During my life, I pknied mi iiVHime of mango 
trees along ttie piihlic road {leading to the hill). This 
happened eight years ago. These trees are still being 
nurtured, they Imve commenced to give shade. 1 spent 
up to date about one thousand rujiees on (this avenue) and 
the expenditure will continue, 

7. In the Satam District I have village Kalamlie 

as jahaffi?' (free-bold). I have maintained there it 
Manager (rflfAlwStdiir), (clerks), peons, menial 

servants, horses, oxen, cows and buffaloes. In cases of 
disputes, I am repreflcuted in the Itritisli courts by my 
managers. 

On the third :Moon of the second Imlf of the 
month of 3faffft, a fair is held in the temple of ffhri 
Bhairav, god in our village, at our expense and receive 
the Ui^ual honour, 

0. iVe receive annually our share of the local 
imports such as ‘thatching (karml), merchandise (Iv-wa), 
grass, rat hlffar (free labour), sugar caiie, til, and raw 
sugar e/c." At present we get tlirougli the British 

Government a modified share of thesi? dues and grant 
them a receipt. ^ 

10. The cliief local (dues, due to a >lttkatfinmr) and 
to tlie temple are still paid to us, ami the right of igniting 
the hoU fire of the village lielongs to us. IVe also receive 
the first .share of the kn(laku»e of the yararatra holi¬ 
days and the mudia of wjuirfi-fuH moon. 

11. We meet all the expenses of the annual festivi¬ 
ties of Tavateshwar. 

12. In our manor, there is a temple dedicated to 
Ganapati (Gauesh), The annual fe.stive ceremonies due in 
Bhadrnpml there were held iiy our ancestors Ravji Appftji 
®®haji Appaji and \ithat Rao Biibaji on a very grand scale 
at the expense of Rs. 2.0(K) a year, but now in 
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ku«piii|^ with the ttmeii, thwy iire held on a moderate 
itcale. 

13. M e have three garden!) at Kalambe and three 
well-hiult wells, an avenue of inan^o trees, and dower heds.

Vithalrav Babaji: JMbiSji Silheb dicil in Samvat 
1807. Atthat time he,{V^ithahftv,) retaructlfromAmectaliad 
in the month of Extrlik and administered the state con¬ 
jointly with Gangadhar Shastri, Vakil of the Company’s 
Government under Eattesin^ Rfvv, who was ii MnlaUk 
(Deputy). Then Pattesin^ ilav anti Gan^atlhar Shastri 
went to Kathiawar for tbs Na^ar-expedition. After 
return, Gnn^ixlhar Shastri obtained the Klull&t from the 
Glikvad, and went to Poona as a Vakil, lie eni’ai^ed the 
services of Baba Marat he and Yeshvant Dftda Godbole. 
They, and Vithalrav Babaji conjointly carried on the 
duties of the state. Then ypshvanfcrav Dada wa.s dis¬ 
missed, and Gau^’adhar Shastri diert. Then with the 
consent of the Rwident Colonel Saheb, Vithalrav Rabaji 
carried on the duties. The Company Government decided 
that there should be another officer, and the Colonel 
Stiheh brought Dhakji Ditdaji from liomlxiv and employed 
him. Dluvkj] Dfidaji took Urniitshankar under him and 
worked with Vithalrav Babaji under Fatteainafrav Babil- 
saheb in bis palace. TJien Fattesin^'rav Balmsilheb died 
and Anaudritv Mjdiarilja appointed Saysjirav ii.s his 
Matalik (Deputy). At that time Vithalrav Bfihaji and 
Dhakji Daduji attended office in the place of Sayajirjiv 
MahTiraj. Then after the demise of Anandrav Gfiikvad, 
Sayiljirav Mahanij became the Gaikavad, At that time 
these two officers u'ere the ministers. Then Elphinstone 
Saheb came to Baroda, and adjusted the administration of 
the state and appointed Vithalnlv Bablji and SayajirSv as 
his chief helpers. After this, the officers of the Company 
were all dismissed. Sayaji Maharilja, however, retained the 
services of VithalrSv Devaji for his Kkasgt Department. 
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After he began his work^ some defalcations were 
diacoTored against Umiashankar. He was dismissed. 
Dhukji Badilji was also dismissed. Then VithalrAv Ba,bsji 
and Vitlialrav Deviiji worked together (ns ministers). 
But tlie Sarkur relied on Vithalrfii Devfiji. However, 
Vithalriv Devaji commanded the respect of the SarMr 
and continued to work. 

Then on account of the diplomacy of the ‘7th Tear,’ 
Sarkar lost confidence in Vithalrav Devitji and he was 
dismissed, and Venirain Aditram was deputed from 
Bombay to Calcutta. At this time, Vithalrfiv BAb&ii 
and Bhilu Puranik were carrying on the duties {of the 
minister). Then VUhalniv Bftbfiji was taken ill and 
tost consciousness, and KrishnartTv Bhagwant was asked 
to w'ork (ti the Kha^gi UejHirtment. Krishnarav and 
Bhau Puranik worked together. Then Vithalrav Devaji 
mortgaged seven Mahiils of the state to pay off 
its debt. At this time Vithalrav Bahgji died, and 
Bhilskarrav Vitlial was adopted. Vithalriiv Devaji went 
to Dahbai and thence to Kadi to administer the seven 
Mahdh. The administration of 1 he state was entrusted 
to Bhau Puranik and Krishnarav Bhagwant on behalf 
of Bhilsk.'urftv Vithal, Bhaskarrav was at that time 
12 years of age, and therefore these two officers were 
appointed by the Snrkar and Gopiil Pant was working in 
the Kha«gi Department on behalf of Venir&m. But while 
in state'nSairs Krishnanlv Bhagwant and Bhau Purdnik 
were working, the Sarkdr appointed Gopal Pant as 
Sik&nesis, The seven Mahdh were at this .time released. 
He began working with the attachments of properties in 
connection therewith. Our agents Krishnarav Bhagwant 
and Gopill Pant fell out, and Krishnarav was dismissed. 
Then Veniram Adittam returned to Bombay from 
Calcutta. When he came to Baroda from there, Gopal 
Pant was dismissed and Veniram Aditram assumed the 
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title of Ilimmat citid worked (as Mid tster). He 

asked Khaskarrav to piy him one per cent, as Vakil’a 
Dasiuri. Bhaskaniiv refusi^, Veniratn therefore became 
his enemy and stopped him from attending even the 
Daihnr, Si ace then there is no one to work on behalf of 
Bhasknriuv and he does tiot attend. After some years he 
began attending tlie Harbar. (This is already known.)

SUMMARY of historical notes on the conquest of 
Gujerat by Sena Khfiitklif‘1 SnmnJier Bahadtir the GaikavAd 
of Baroda collected by Baghunath Lawman Ohitnis at 
the request of Gangiidhar Shastri who wanted them for 
BubmissLon to the Peshva Sark&r and to the Company 
Sarhar. 

Pilftjirav GaikavM was the Fatel of Bhor. He was 
pressed hard for some debt due to the Surli&K He 
migrated to the lianka of the Godavari and Bhima. One 
night, he reached the house of his sister, A Subha of 
the Bijapur state reached the same village the next 
day on his way from Delhi. His army was marching 
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at midday, and reittcd under the trees. Amon^ the 
retinue there were horses, caparisoned with gold and 
silver ornaments, and covered with gold embroidered 
cloths. Some were sleeping and some U'ent to buy 
stimulants, tobaccos, pipes, etc. Pilaji selected a fine 
horse. Its syce was snoring. The others left the place. 
When Pilaji saw that the sycc near whom he was sitting 
was fast asleep, lie mounted the horse and started 
with the army. When lie reached an adjoining river, 
he halted wdth the eiccuse of allowing the horse to drink 
water and then began to go away in a different direction. 
Some one saw, aud tlireatened him. Pilaji gave a blow 
and the man fell wounded from his horse. He continued 
bis career through the mountainous country. On the 
third or fourth day be reached Yisarvada where the 
Bandc Sardiir had a large stable for stallions. One of 
FilajPs relations wa-s employed there as the keeper of the 
grains. He fed the horse, got it grtiomed, and found 
BccomTUodation for it. Filuji related his short adventure 
to the grain keeper. Both of them decided to go to 
Sangad the following' day. Sardar Pandc was there 
with his army. Finding Pilfiji an active and clever 
man, he was employed (with his new hoi-sa) at its. 2 
per day. He quickly rose by good liurd work carrying 
messages, settling disputes, imd arresting runaways. 

Pilajirav’s eldest son was Sayajiruv, second Anandrav 
and the third Malharrav. He had four more sons besides 
16 Ixirn of remarriages. He added five to twenty-five 
horses of bi.s own and engaged a hundred or two 
belonging to Shiled^r». Deciding the boundary cases 
in Maval, arranging mutual settlemenfa in local disputes, 
and collecting a few rupees from every “customer,” 
was his good luck. Those who attacked him were 
defeated in pitelied battles. Their heads were sever¬ 
ed. He therefore achieved success in all directions. He 
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wished to invade Surat. Ha 'iveiit to Surat. He looted 
the town, captured tln^ aimkrtr». In nesfotiating their 
release the Sarkar accepted Pilaji’a giiuraritee for lakAs 
of rupees and people williDgly trusted him. 

'When the Peshva came (to that place?) the Dabliade 
proposed that he should not he alloued to do so. He 
advanced to Habliai and fonght a battle with Hudiisaheb 
(RagliunathrSv Peshva), Hilbluidi* was killed on the 
battle-beld. Pilaji would not yield. Jatl^sfilieb there¬ 
fore bestowed the title Samuher Bahadur nn him, and 
formed an alliAnce with liim. He then went to Gujerat 
and from thence returned home (to Poona). 

The demands issued from Sataru on tlie Bettfipafi 
remained overdue in spite of repeated expt’ditors. As it 
was rumoured that the SarkSr intended elTectiu^ changes 
in the office of the Sttbha, the S*>u(ip(ifi sent all the 
(SariSr) messengers to Baiide. Bande therefore besieged 
Surat with great determination, to ;:ain either the tahht 
or to die. Pilaji Baba carried it successfully and Bande 
expended the proceeds partly in repaying tlie debt and 
partly on personal matters. The real balance due from 
the Mahal, was transferred to the men who came (from 
Satara) with the demands. Two or three IftLhs of ilupees 
were thus paid up. There was further no Iwlance in 
hand, he (Bande) promised payment hut no cash was 
forthcoming. The varatm/fta (ageiit.s of Satara) began 
giving trouble. It was therefore decided that Pilajirav 
be deputed with hutidis n^orth ten iakhn cm the Sardur of 
Talegfiv and the Sarl'ar he rei|uested to uTite off the 
balance. At this junctum PilAji died of high fever. The 
raratvatifs remained quirt considerin-r the oalainity. 
DamRji Gfiikvad was already in service, fie had carried 
on expeditions and successfully achieved some negotia¬ 
tions. Seeing that he was a wise man and a man of 
action, Bande conferred the (vacant) post on him and 
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8SDt him to T)it1ihrido (the Senapitti), He explained 
matters, but that made no ijupressiou on Dabhade. As 
the debt amounted to two erores and the cash ofiFered 
after a loiigf interval did not exceed tO to 15 lakhs, lie 
would not accept the terjns. Then Damilji replied, 
" Agents have to carry out the orders of their masters. 
I therefore Ijeg you will accept this comjiroinise. If not, 
the men remnin dunning for payment already with my 
master (Bande). He will pay in proportion to his income. 
If this be not acccpUhle let the Sark dr please itself." 
He repeated the same aiisuer for a month or two, 
There was no alternative. When Dfiblifide saw this, 
he advised him (Danidji) to go to Satnra and 
speak to the Sarkar (the ^fahatija) and to settle the 
matter direct. He earnestly begged the favour of 
not being handed over to the Sttr/tfa'. “ The Balance 
against us does not amount to ’2 erores. It may come 
up to 60 or 70 iakhs of Rupees. Our objections may 
be considered, and a settlement arrivetl at. That is a 
better course, it does not seem {to me) to l>e the correct 
way to settle the matter—if 1 were to pay all demands 
put forward." After scrutiny, a memo, was drawn, show¬ 
ing about 1 crore of Rupees as the actual balance due, 
Damaji replied that having no territory in his charge be 
was helpless at seeing such a balance shown, Pifty to 
sixty lakhs seemed to lie the real baliince due. Even out 
of that sum deductions would have to be made for insol¬ 
vent debtors and for the reduced revenue of the MahdL 
Then the balance could be recovered by instalments. On 
this, he was again told to go to Satara, He sjiid he was 
willing to repay as proposed by him, and asked for u letter 
of introduction, adding that be would there repeat his re 
quest (for compromise). He was then despatched with 
the dunners and AtiJraji (personal staff). Damaji 

(with the connivance of the hSjrffs) saw the agents 
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of BabhMe at Satara. Ho eiplamed th« pnisition to 
them. Tho Sarkar replied that when the amount due 
from Dabhilde exceeds 2^ or 3 erofea how could His 
Majesty consent to (such a) settlement ? The Sarkar 
was requested to do justice. “ We shall not demur,*’ 
'I’he Sftrkiii' imposed a fine on Daniaji. Dninaji took the 
help of YamAji Pant and (tbroui^h him) saw Shrijjatrav 
Fratinidhi. He explained matters to him (Shripatr^lv), He 
.showed that including all items such as proceeds 

and expeditions the total amounted only to 85 lakha of 
Rupees, It was not fair to throw the whole buraen on 
Rande. 

At last all the ICSrbharia decided in consultation, that 
if Drlbhade accepted a lower sum he would not brook 
alteration of the figure. They therefore projioaed a gene¬ 
ral settlement. Maliarilja was ill at that time. Noticing 
the scarcity of cash, he (Maharaja) said that they could 
accept the terms they thought reasonable. The vFhole 
responsibility was therefore thrown on Damaji's head. 
Damaji replied th.it he was a mere agent (oakil). His 
Highness’ dunners have seen what amount can he paid 
on behalf of Barido. If approved of, the matter may be 
settled as they (the fCurbhiiria} decided. 1 shall submit 
my request, beyond that I have no power,” Then 
Yamaji Pant said “ The debt amounts to 2^ or 3 crorea 
and you say that tlien^ was no realizations. If each item 
were to be checked, it would involve loss of tinre. The 
Sarkat* has waited for five or six years. 1 therefore agree 
to write off fifty lakfta of rupees. If there were no rea¬ 
lizations how are you going Io pay off Rupees two and 
half crores?" DamaJi (Qaikaviid) replied, “Dablifide 
ia the miuster. You are taking no steps to recover the 
amount from him and throw the whole burden on mv 
head. 1 am but a servant of Ttaiide. T am not responsibl'e 
for the whole affair,” On their deciding what amount 
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is due from him direct, Rupees one croi'e were deducted 
on his (Dabhade’a) behalt'. He was fwked to puy off 
erorfis the balance then loft. DamiSji replied that the 
“ real balance ai'aiiist him would be sixty lakhs of rupees. 
Say what you will write off, out of that sum, and accept 
the babiuce. 1 lay this request before the Seiiapati as 
well as trie Sarktir/* It wm then settled with the ap¬ 
proval of the Pant, that DainAji should be appointed to 
the Srib/ia and be made Senn Khaskhet. Daniaji should be 
held responsible for the debt. All the KarbhSria agreed 
to this proposal and the order w'as passed, Damaji accept¬ 
ed the terms and tendered sureties for Ru^mcs forty lakhs. 
The balance was to ha [wiid by instalments. Damaji 
iticeived the dress (of appointment) ami went to Gujerat. 
Yamaji Pant's and Oamfiji Baba’s proposals succeeded. 
The Maharaja then died. Bfijilratn Saheb was adopted. 
There wan trouble aiiiani' the Kiirbbaria, The Peshva 
and Goviitdrilv Cbitiiis formed oue party and the At Saheb 
(Queen Dowager) and Yainajl formed the ether. Hut 
the Peshva bad un army under Ins command. It was 
decided tliat the Queen mother and Yatnitji should carry 
on the ad 111 inist ration atul punish the i'eshva. As an 
army W'us nece.ssury, Uaiuilji was asked to conic with his 
arniT. There was a battle between him and NanaPeshva.

Tlie Uiimesof th«* principal Is were suppressed. 'I'he Peshva 
asked Visiiji Pant the Snbha of Ri^sein to take possession 
of the Gaikavod’s territory. He tonk the fort of Parnel. 
When Bulilji Bosvant's brother heard of this, he collected 
all bis sardars and held a consultation and decided that 
if he were to neglect, the Peshva woultl take his territory. 
He wouhl not then be able to defend himself. He there¬ 
fore decided that the PesliTa’s army should be punished. 
He then organiited the defence of Songad and Navasari; 
gave liattle to tht Sitbha of Biissein and defeated him, 
Basavant looted the equipage. The Subbedur ran away 
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to sav6 hig life. On the other Latiri Nfliia Peshva trea¬ 
cherously arrested Damuji in spite of his on'n promise. 
He arrested RiiTnchaiiilra Yasvant the and 

sent him toLohagad. Fattesin^and Gorindrav Giiikavud 
were both taken prisoners. They were handed over to 
Chitnis on his standing security. Bamiji was a prisoner 
for three years. lUmchandra Busvant promised that he 
would escape, collect an army, and relieve Damgji, hut he 
ran away to meet Balaji. 

Botli the brothers combined, collected an army, and 
conjointly carried on an expedition. They captured the 
IftihSl officers of the Peshvas, Sindes, and Ilolkers, im¬ 
prisoned them, and collected ransoms. The news reached 
the Peshvaa and Damaji’s brother came down to Halva. 
Basvant created trouble in Biiglan, Malhar Ilav did the 
same in Gujerat. There iiva.s trouble on all sides. The 
Peshvivs became restless. Such was the time. (The 
Peshvas) therefore’ brought about alliance with Damsji, 
He was promised half of the territory he might conquer. 
He was asked to attend himself on the Peshvas at Poona 
with 5,000 strong. Even if he were to bring more men 
he was promised expenses. He was made Se>.a Khaskket 
Sam^her and tlie Subha of Gujerat. He gained 

success, conquered Hie MevSsis and established order. 
He gave a document announcing the release of Dahhai 
but Kedarjt Gaikavad did not accept it. Therefore Balaji 
Ramchandra Basvant went there and took the fort and 
distributed the commands of the Thanas, They worked 
together in this way. Babble’s connection had already 
been severed, and an alliance formed between the Peshvas 
and the Gtlikav^, 

Bamuji Ijecnme covetous and began studying al¬ 
chemy. Bamaji therefore lived in an obscure village. 
He was afraid that (his enemies) would take away his 
wealth and his family would have to beg. Gjia Moslem 

in' ■ ^ 
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F&kir used to make ^old. Dam 3 .ji heard of it, and called 
the man to liitn. He was fed and offered a sniall room 
for his alchemic experiments. Thej manufactured gold 
on three or four occasions and got 5 to 10 tota^ of it on 
each occasion. Seeing that, Damaji got a hig furnace and 
bought mercury, arsenic, etc., and personally worked the 
bellows. As soon as smoke rose out of the furnace, thfi 
faMr left under the pretext of going to W, C, DcamSji 
closed the door from inside and was suffocated to deatli. 
On the next morning people looked and saw that he had 
breathed his last. His younger son performed his 
oheequies. Fattesing arrived subsequently. Govindrav 
was away in his native place. Sayajirav was at Baroda. 
Things happened in this way. Govindrav wanted to 
secure the seniority. He saw the Srimantf borrowed 
money from Tanvhekar and Vanavale, collected an army, 
appointed TSmbekar his Karbbari, took Khando Avaji 
with him, and came to Gnjerat. Murarav GaikavSd and 
Kanhoji Gsikavad remained at Baroda with Saysji 
Gaikav^td, 

Fattesing did not allow GovindrtLv to establish him* 
self. There waa a battle. Sinde (Fatelbava) passed 
through Koivan, but they could not do so througli the 
Gaikavad territory. Sinde was thus put under fear. 
Ebnndo Avaji went to Gwalior, to Gokul, to Vrindavan 
and then went to his native land. As there was no 
opportunity to speak to 8 inde, GovindrAv went to Poona 
and stayed tliere. Nana Phadnis held out false hopes, 
accepted bribe from Fattesing, and created troulde, 
Kbando Avaji died. Govindrav found Bavji AppSji a 
very honest man, borrowed money through him from the 
Gosatn money-lenders and conducted the duties of the 
Sirdarship. After Fattesing's death, Alanaji arrested. 
Yadav Bhasknr and carried on the duties himself hut IU 3 
suffered from syphilis and died withic ten monthsi. 
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Then Niiro Sbripat and Govind Vishiranath went to 
negotiate debt in their own names. They met Ravji 
Appaji. He promised faithful transactions, took him to 
GovindrSy, and swore by the bel bhandar. He got 
hundis^ and began negotiations through Baripant Phadke 
and sliowed that the financial arrangement was reliable, 
^ana said that the Mai'athus fhy caste} are dishonest 
and selfish. The estate hiis relapsed to Satkar but I 
have to return it for your sake. You are the keeper 
and administrator thereof. ” After due assurances, it 
was decided that (Govindrav) should be offered the office, 
and the dress was given in the fair half of the month of 
Bhadrapad. For two years he was exempted from ser¬ 
vice and the Peshvils were to help him in establishing 
his control. The expenses of his help should be repaid 
within specified tinae. A document to this effect was 
drawn up and then was the dress given. Govindrftv left 
for Baroda. As soon as Manaji died, Kanhoji GSikavad 
undertook the management and remained at Baroda.

I am well at Poona and receiv¬ 
ed the letters you sent addressed to Savant and Baghojt 

Patel, I sent Chilo Patel and two peons with a letter

reached me. They must have reached now, After the 
receipt of your letter Narayan Jasud and one Kaiutda 
peon have been despvtehed on Saturday with letters to 
Shnmartt ^[aharaja and Rajeshri Lin^apa. They also 
must have reached, and banded over the letters to 
Lin^apa. He must have written the reply he may have 
received^ If not, please write. 

At present ShHmanf Daolatrav Stnde has written a 
letter to the Maharaja about me- I also have written a 
letter to the ^lahiinija. Itoth the letters have been 
placed in one envelope and (I have) added a letter to 
Lingapa. That has been enclosed in the envelope of the 
letter addressed to you. Aa soon as you get that letter 
and the one addressed to the Maharaja, go to 8iltara with 
Raghoji Patel, see Lingapa, give him hia letter, and sub¬ 
mit the one addressed to the Maharaja through him.

Under Skrimani Chhairapati ShivAji Maharaj, was 
employed Prayag Anant Pbanse resident of Panvel. 
He w'as wise, clever, a good writer and a good speaker. 
He was at the head of the Konkanes and JTavais. The 
Maharaja was pleased to appoint him Subhedar of forts 

Sataia and Parali (Shak 1607). 

* * « * 

Frayilg Ihlva was given the command of the fort 
of Satara and in-statled as the head of the Gttdakarh 
(guards of the fort). Prayagjt Bava was present at four 
or five battles fought against the Moghals. He was 
successful. 

He married twice. The elder wife had four sons. 
Of these Antaji Prayag was the eldest. The second 
wife had also four sons. Their names will be given 
in due course. Antaji Prayag had four sons. The 
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eldest was Jyoti Anant, the second was Laxman Anant, 
the third KashiriLv Anant and the fourth Mabipatrar, 
Jyoti Aiiant had four sons. The eldest was Gan^har 
Jyoti, the second, Chimnaji .lyoti, the third, Bhflskar 
Jyoti filial Ravji Appaji, the fourth was Hakhmaji Jyoti 
tiiifta Babflji Appaji, 

In Shak 1008 Emperor Aurangzeb came from Delhi, 
He captured Sambhuji Maliurfija, Everything was in 
confusion. Bajaram Subeb was thinking of going to 
Chandi. At this time the Manglai bastion of the fort 
was blown up by the Emperor after placing explosives 
under its foundatif>n. The siege was in full force, Tlie 
bastion was blown up. It rose like a kite to about 150 
or 300 feet. Soldiers guarding the biiation were thrown 
out by the force and killed on the spot. Some were 
wounded. The Subhedat- was also blown up and lay 
buried in the debris. But he was not much hurt. The 
siege lasted until the evening. Tired soldiers returned 
to their quarters. At night, I^rknm and soldiers were 
despatched with torches to investigate the loss. On the 
third morning a portion of the dress of the Subkedar 
attracted attention. On hallooing, it was found that 
be was still alive. He n as taken out (by the grace of 
God), Maharaja wns pleased to fmd him alive. Ho was 
asked to name a reward. He said that villages may 
be granted him in the vicinity of the temple he had 
built. 3fanje Ealambe was granted as a perpetual gift. 
Some land was also granted at Chinch tier .>Deheg-lY. 
They arc still in the enjoyment of the family, 
PrayAgji acquired a great re]>utation in this manner. 
After some years Nanasabeb PeshvA liegan administer* 
trig the State. He was succeeded by Madhavrav Bidlal. 
With him there were SakharSm Bapu Bokil and Baburav 
Fhadnis. During that time Bhasknr Jyoti (tlias Bitvji 
Appaji was entrusted with the duty of negotiations, as he 
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was liked 1)^ all and waj; acquaitited with many raises and 
r^ots. Whenever any dispuled cases came before the 
Sarkffi', Ravba Tvas selected for tjie reconciliation of the 
disputants os he uas a straight forward and honest man. 
Every year he liiid to deal with five or six such compli¬ 
cated cases. After due enquiry itavha used to report 
the case to the A’nri-nr and cJirry out the orders (of the 
SarkOr) and recover fines. He thus added a few rupees 
to the income of the State. Officers were pleased Avith 
him. In this manner Ravba became a favourite of tbe 
DarMr. 

Men who were employed to negotiate on behalf of 
Govindrav Guikavad could not succeed; and although 
he was the senior, he could not get the ortlers and dress 
of the office (of Gaikavad) because Manajirav, Fattesing 
R&v and Sayaji Eiiba had not offered substantial Nasars 
and tribute. There was no decision and they had no Intel* 
ligent and influential agent at the Darbar. Their father 
DamAji Rav GAikaviTd had died at Pattan, At that time» 
Govindrav Baba was on duty at Poona. When he beard of 
it, he offered the usual Nasar to the Sfirkftr, received the 
dress, recovered the iVrtvt<fr#,andraM(/a,duc from the ^latnle- 
dars of his state, paid 20,00,000 (twenty lakhs of rupees) 
into the state treasury. He took his cavalry and army, estab¬ 
lished his power by despatching Mamlediirs in accordance 
with the custom. He captured Fort Sougad. Before he 
could proceed, Fattesing Balia came to Poona and opened 
negotiations through Gopal Naik Tambekar and got two 
sanads, one in his own name, and another in Govindriiv’s 
name. One of them was for the office of tbe Seuakhas~ 
khel, and the other for Samasher Balutdur. It was decided 
that the acceptance of the duty of each section be left 
to their choice, rfovindriiv Bilva accepted the Sa?nsher‘ 
sardftrship, Tlie Seaa k/itis-kfielship was given to Fatte- 
sing. He accepted it and left for Gujerat. Amin

Saheb'»(?) ITHinid lliyytt was there (?) with his 

army. Govindriiv UTiImi’s army came to that place (?) 
from Son-^ad. They fought a battle. In that battle Chtm- 
ntijJ Jyoti of Kalambe wiis killf^d. llTivlia Baba went there 
and performed his oksequies. Fattesing arrived there 
with power to administer the state, Govindriv’s army 
was sent Back. 

After this, Govindrav Edva used to see the Shnmant 
(Peshva), with Maliadji Sinde and ilalojj lldje Ghorpade, 
and tel] them that as Fattening Bdva was entrusted 
with the inter dal administration of the state, Goviudrav 
Baba was obliged to remain at Poona on (]klilitary) duty. 
Fattening Riiv had l>een luaking no arrangement for ins 
expenses and the MRirdedars he (Govindrav) had deputed 
to the MaMl to recover the Nttsar paid by him, had been 
sent back (by Fatteslng). How was he to maintidn him¬ 
self ? (The Peshva) said ** The district belonged to (trouble* 
some) Mewiwis, they will pjiy later on. If be (Fattesiug) 
takes time, ivhat is the use of quarrelling? That is not 
proper.” Uc (Peshva) told GoptLl Xaik to refund the 
amount (of the Nasar) paid (by Govindriiv ) and get the 
orders hack. The 5/iHwi/m/ (Peshva) vvent to Ktirnatak 
in Sammf 1828. Govindriiv accompanied him, and so 
did Dad^iheb Peshvti. They invaded the territorv of 
the Ifoghal, and Govindrav proved u-seful with his army 
of 10,000 strong. Dadasiiheb therefore found him a brave 
man and was favourably impressed. Dadasaheb was 
imprisoned by Edvsaheb (Miidhavriiv) Pe&hva. In Sfiak 
IGO-l, Sameat 1838 iLlvsaheb died, Narayanrav became 
Peshva. Dadasaheb went out on an expedition against 
the Moghals. He conquered a teiritnry yielding 20 
IMhs a year. Then Xarayanrav got into trouble. 
That history about Sumersing Gardi has already been 
recorded in the chronicle about the Pe3hvii.s. Then 
DliditsAheb went to Dhar. .At that place ShHmanf 
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BajirAv H'as born with the face towards the earth I 
Then (loviniiriiv went to Gujerilt with Patel Bava, 
Sinde. The MilmlpdarH returned to Gujerat with the 
armr. They came hack and sat dharna on Khando 
Avaji to represent Galtaji and the Karbfmri. They would 
not allow him to leave his place. When he went to the 
tent, no one was allowed to enter it or to come out of it. 
At that time Biivji Appaji went to enquire after his 
health, l>«t there vras a Uislurhance and he could not see 
him (Khando). He (Ravji) enquired and escaping the 
notice of the ^nard entered the tent. He asked Govind- 
rav “ What would happen if the news of this disturbance 
about debt reaches the SiirhtKint ? ” After protesting 
in this manner in several ways, ho came out (of the tent) 
and threatened the agents of the creditors and said 
“What will you get by enforcing such a dunning? 
When the ma^iter is installed on his t/adi, arrange¬ 
ments will he made for the payment.” He e^tplained 
matters in different, ways. In this manner Ravba saved 
Govindrav from a critical position involving death. 
Govindriiv (Gsihavad) felt much indebted and always 
remembered it. 

GovindrtTv Gaik?ivad tried through Pstil Bava and 
the to get charge of Gujerilt. Madhavrav 

Peshvfl was iipplicd to, hvit be asserted that he would 
not change what he had once said. On that, Govindrav 
went to Hindustan with Patil Bava (Sinde). At that 
time Khando Avaji requested Rilvha to help him with 
money and assured him that he (Govindrav) would not 
succeed in raising a loan without his (Ravha’s; help, 
Ravha said ** On whnt grounds shall I stand security for 
him ? ” Khando Avaji said “ Snrdiir Govindrav is your 
master because your brother Chinmfiji Jyoti is his 
servant. You are therefore hia servant in a way. And, 
Wsides, he is your friend. You have helped liim several 
12 
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times, now he is help less as regards the loan. This 
cannot be managed without you.” FLavbn replied “ I 
am not a monied man. I am doing my best. You know 
it. Nobody would work without money. AVhy do you 
try me ip this way?” Then Tfunbekar added “I have 
three or four times opened the subject with the Naik. 
He consented iJ a security be otFered. He asked us to 
find out a security. On this it was settled that llhtdc 
should advance Rupees fifty thousand to one takft. 
The document was tendered and the amount received. 
It was promised that the amount would be refunded on 
his (Govindrav’s) going to Gujerat and Bhide added 
that Bilvba should accompany litm (GovindrAv) to 
Gujerat and remit the amount as stipulated. The ques¬ 
tion of appointing Khnndopant was under consideration, 
but this was a better arrangement as it emanated from 
Bhide. Pant was glad. Baliasaheb wa.s informed of 
these facts and told how the matter was settled. After 
that, hearing that B^lilsahch was coming (to Pf>Dna) with 
the help of the English, Sinde and Harlpant went out to 
meet them. They met near Navtwari on the banks of 
the Narbada, UatL^lheb went to Surat as soon ns the 
battle began. In obedience to orders from Calcutta a 
European army of four regiments went to Taiegav 
through Borghat. There was n battle. The chief 
commandant was Istur PAakda, He was killed. The 
English army returned to Bombay, Eight villages out 
of the Salsette group were given away to Badasaheb and 
peace was concluded. The villages were handed over to 
Badasaheb. They {the army ?) were kept at Koregiv, 
Ravji Appltji was a favourite of the Shrimant (Pesh- 
va) and of the ICarbhm’is, He whs kindly treated, was 
given job-work. He w'ns thus enabled to earn his liveli¬ 
hood. Kavba on the other hand worked very scrupulously, 
and maintained the supremacy of the Peshvas. At this 
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time Chimnaji Jyoti came there with Goviiwlrav Gaikavad. 
After receiving the dress of honour of the SardaraMp^ 
he recovered money—the amount recorded bj the 
mmiedlo'8 as “ Dikriet charges. To establish his 
reign he sent portions of his army with the Mottdedara^ 
When he (Riivbii) prepared to go to Gujerat, he was 
asked {by Chimnivji) “ Why are you going ? e shall 

live in peace with half the bread left to us by onr 

ancestors.” Govindrav told him "This we should 
consider as oar family work. Yon and I are not 
separate. l)o not be anxious. 1 am yours in all 

respects. Let him go.” At such a homely request, 

he consented. He (Ravha) was sent. FattesingrSv 

then came (to Poona) and got his “Mniki Com¬ 
mand.” A battle took place near Songad and a few 
men were killed. Chimnaji .Jyoti was also killed, on the 
battlefield. When Rfivki heard of this he waa very 
sorrv. Govindrnv tried to console him U) many ways. 
When Kavha nturneil to Gujerat after working with 
Sinde and Dadasaheb. and gaining their good opinion, 
Govindrav went forward to receive him and informed 
him of what had happened. On moving the Sdheb at Surat 
through DadasTiheb, permission was received to invade 
Raroda. The S»heh waa to take Princess Varabai the 
daughter of Pattesiugrav as a hostage and to establish 
order at Haroda. But Sinde and Holkar marched with 
their aTtillery against Dadusaheb. That produced great 
distur1>ance and the Shheb took hostages, hattesing paid 
some money and formed alliance with the English. It 
was stipulate<l that they (the Engli.sh) should not side 
witli Govindrav, After that, llavipant was entertained. 
Govindrav went to Poona. Even Patil Bava found it 
difficult to negotiate matters with Madhavriiv Narayan 
the Peshva and Nana and Haripant the /TdriAuris. 
Ravba bad free access to the Darb^r, Govindrav

therefore secured his friendship and through him swore 
alliance with Pstil Jiava, Keeping that in mind, he used 
to repeat the assurance hut Kavba had to work in con¬ 
formity with the wishes of the Darbar. He therefore 
pullefl on well. Nilkantbrav Page {Commandaiit of the 
Cavalry) Mfiloji Gliorpade and ^Tniiaji Pslkde interested 
themselves {in this case) and spoke to the Peshva, On 
the other hand, the Fatil of Decciin-Hyderabad spoke 
on behalf of Govindrftv. He was friendly with the 
Sakeb-loL He therefore used to tell them th(' purport. 
Govindrav spoke to Kiina and Haripant about this matter 
many a time. He wag told that Pavba should not 
trouble them on this subject, because on account «f his 
partisanship of Dadasabeb, there was some prejudice 
gainst him. That ta why no delinlte replv was given 
(by the Peshva), Ho should understand this and keep 
quiet. After that, Fattesingriiv died In S^trtt San Hssa 
Mnnaji became the chief. From that 
moment Ravlia again comraenoed speaking to NYina on 
this matter. Nairn was very kind to Rivlm. He there¬ 
fore did not give an unfavourable decision, l>ui only said 
“Why are you anxious? You will get some sroml ap 
pointment from the SarA'Sr," This state continued for 
a long time. At last llavha said that Govindrav was 
living at Poona for a long time at daily expense. “My 
brother died fighting for him. On tliat account he 
(Govindrav) came to me. He has lieen eating and 
fasting on alternate days. When he comes to my house, 
there is no alternative but that of relieving him! 
Whenever he is annoyed by his creditors, he sends 
for me and gets me entangled in thi' afipiir, and 
the creditors kindly listen to me and go hack. On 
this account I am much involved. It hoj>ed that 
the Sarkar will make him the maatcT of Gujerfit to 
relieve me from my promise. If I (Riivba) am 
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entrusted with 5flj'^<ir-8errice, I slial] take Govmdr5v 
(Gaikavud) to Barodii, and vnll arrange for tha repiijment 
of the balance due from him, I will show that I can 
render valuable services. But do confer on him this 
favour,” Eavba further learnt that the news of the demiae 
of Mnnaji had reached thnt Sayfrur, At this time Govind 
Vishvaaath wrote to Nana that “the Snrdarafup (of Gujerat) 
has no master and Sitrhlf has to i-ecover heavy dues. 
It may therefore he resumed and handed over (o him 
for admin is 1 ration. I shall pay such anil such amount as 
But before that, Naro .Shripati had subtultted a 
proposal on behalf of Mantlji Rav. When the agent (of 
Naro Shripati) ivas going to a middle-mati with hujulis^ a 
friend of Ravbji read them.

He was asked to come hack in the evening 
to accompany him to Nana’s house to settle that day 
all final details. Then he (Uavliu) was introduced to 
GopTilji Gundo the K/iiJarntf^ar (A.D.C,) of Nfina. 
He informed Nana, Niina replied, “ TMty does Ruvba work 
in such matters ? Say&ai^ wishes to employ him as Nya- 
vAdhish (Chief Justice). What is the surety of the 
promises of the Alarathas by caste {meaning theGaikavad’s 
tribe). He trusts them and gets himself involved. This 
is not good.” On this Gopalji Gundo snid ” Ruvji Appaji 
has been pulling on utuler your protection during these 
twenty years, lie works in obediKtice to your advice. 
He never accepts any hrilie in doing that work. It is not 
because his family people have been complaining (of 
want of support). They say " Why do you gel yourself 
into trouble over Govindrtiv’s alTairs. We shall live 
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on our own iocome. If there M'erc aur uddkionol income 
from outside, there would have been no objection. That 
you do not get and waste your time.” Such is the way 
in which his brothers speak to him. I heard it. jVII 
that Ravlm could earn and get on credit has heeu devoted 
to Govindfrlv. He will not give up that 'monoioatiia,' 
all the days of his life until he is weaned from that 
affair, that is, his connection witlt Govindrav as 
contracted in some preceding birth. He must have 
owed him (Govindrav) some heavy debt in a former 
birth. As somebody will have to tie deputed to the 
GilikavTid to arrange for the recovery of the debt due, 
he (Havlxi) may be told olT to do tfiat duty—«fter 
ascertaining hour he arranges for the securities of the 
repayment. If he does not do so satisfactorily he may 
not be employetf.” Nana heard all this and remained 
silent. 

Then about 8 o'clock at night Haripant 'fatia took 
Ravba with him and went to Nana’s house. Ha opened 
the subject. lie said, “ Ravlm waited .so long, because he 
did not want to create trouble while matters were running 
smooth, and Fattesing and Manaji were working on the 
spot. They were well informed, they had the land in 
their possession. There was no profit to the Government 
if they were made to spend money in establishing order. 
Now they are both dead and have left no heirs, Govind- 
riiv has a son there (in Gujerat) and therefore our state 
should be handed over to us. The dress of honour of the 
Sai'diirship may now lie kindly pnisented again and wo 
may he sent there on behalf of the (Sef/’A-i/r,” After this 
Nana discussed one or two more points regarding the pro- 
posLil to resume and to hold the land direct. Tiitia said 
“that it would lie dilBcnlt to resume the state. That was 
not a good proposal. We must arrange for some scheme 
in which the state can be handed over to fJovindrav.’’ 
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Nilna rc'iilied, " Ko servifcs \v»*re render«l to the state, 
althougl) such » servlee foiiued the condition, and the 
filled Hmotuit of mtisotn lias not lieen paid, Tfiere is still 
standinc a heavy balance. (lovindiuv will not be able to 
bear the weight of these responsibilities and no appoint* 
ment can be made until the bnlaiiee is paid. Then teU 
me iti a'hnt way de you propose to proceed? Your pro¬ 
posals will then receive considei^tion.” Tatia asked, '* To 
whom was the hist payment alxmt the dress made? To 
Govtndmv or to Fattcsiiiif? Look iit the accounts, strike 
a balance and we shall submit proj)osals for its settle* 
meiit.” Account papers were obtaine^l from the Guruji. 
On exaniiniu" them it was found that there was a heavy 
balance. Then Haripant Tfitia said, "We cannot settle 
the whole affair to-day. Let the work be done depart- 
mentally. (I think) We should accept one year's income 
as Aocffr and dejmte Iltfsrffii to recover the balance.” A 
memo, was drawn up in accordance. llan]yant undertook 
to guarantee the payment, of instalments and it was settled 
that the dress of heiiour announcing the appointment be 
given the next day. They were working with this scheme 
until midnight, '1 hen they returned under the protection 
nf the guard, who controlled traffic at night in conform* 
ity with the regulations of the "Cnrfew ” Heil-Jifce gun. 

The dres.s was to be given the next day. but 11 MaAalu 
of the 28 eonstitutiiig the Surat province were handed 
over to the Nabab. Out of the remaining 11, seven were 
to be resumed by the Peshvtis and only seven to be handed 
over to the GSikavad. When it was given out that the 
7 Jifafuil^ were to be resumed, REivlja could not undertake 
to convey the news, liecause he was the ilinistcr-eleet 
and he would sutTer in the estimatiou of lus chief. When 
therefore Yfaniiji GaiWavad was alive one Svarupnlm 
Munshi was employed as a spy to watch and report what 
Govindrav was doing. He wns now employed at the Bet 
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under Mallet SafteL After Minaji’e demise he lived with 
Govindrav as a flatterer. He said, that there ejcisted an 
agreement in which the [British undertook to help the 
GuikavtUl if the Peshva or any other power interfered with 
his dominiun. He asserted that he knew it for certain. 
He suggested that if this matter were referred to ^fallet 
Saheb, the Karb/iSi'is (of Poona) would not have to say 
anything. He went to ItTallet Saheb and informed him 
that ** after deciding thatGoTiadrav be appointed Gaika- 
vad, the (Peshva) now says that he will he given the 
requisite dress only if he hand over Ifavsan Jlffbals. You 
(Alallet .SoAeJ) have agreed to help if there he any dispute 
about land. There is a Bdhadajt (guarantee) to tliat 
effect and suggested that he should say “ There is nothing 
to be said if it is really handed over willingly. If it ho 
resumed forcibly that will not do.” 

(He added) “You say that, and he (Goviudrav) will 
l)e given the dress. Unless you speak in an assertive tone* 
this thing will not lie done.” On hearing this he (Mr. 
[^lallet) consentefl, went to the Peshva and asked “Has 
the question of the Gaikavad of Gu|eratbeen settled or 
not ? *’ Kana asked him in return “Why do you put such 
a question? ” He replied “ There is an agreement between 
us (the British) and the Oaikavtid and we have undertaken 
to help him. That we shall not allow any power to inter¬ 
fere with Ms territory,” He (Mr. Mallet) then added 
“that the question be Kcttled and he be allowed to go. 
This was a friendly request.” 

On account of this speech, the proposal of resuming 
Navtisari w'as dropped. Pa^itient to Haripant {Pkadke) 
was settled through Krishnambliat Patvardban, his 
family priests. Nan<t*s ojpaif (payment) was settled 
by Tatia (Haripant Phadke) and be arranged for the 
ceremony of giving the dress in a Xtarhiir. When 
Goviudrav started (in processtem) to receive the dress, 
13 
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he waa $upplied with retainers hy Nilkantbr&v 
Pagfi {Commandant). They consisted of horses duly 
caparisoned and adorned with gold and silver orna* 
meats, camel anrrorf and elephant cavalry. Mflloji Raje 
Ghorpade supplied mounted guards, .\bout seven or 
eight hundred attendants were thus supplied. Govindrav 
bad two elephants of hia own. With these and with 
his own horses, drum hearers and flags, Goviodr&v was 
escorted to the mSda (Peshva's house} and was received 
hy Nana and Haripant. Me was offered a seat near the 
ffitdi (masnad). 

All those who were frien ily to GovindrSv were speak¬ 
ing to the Sarkar. Seeing that he was in financial 
difficulty they urged that he should be helped. Among 
them Patil Bava was very earnest. He was an intimate 
friend of Haripant (Phadke). When therefore Haripant 
referred to Dadasaheh’s treason he (Sinde) replied that 
Govindrav only spoke about the Sardafship. “ He has done 
no harm to the Sarkdr {and added) that he knew it well. 
For the sake of the ^ belly * one may serve anybody.” 
This was done at Eavlm’s suggestion and Sinde .spoke to 
Niina accordingly. NiVna therefore said that he did not 
entertain any unfavourable opinion on that account. 
When they stoppwl speaking the Fakil of the MongaU 
said “ NiinhSlkar was asked to look into the que-stion of 
the loss his master's territory had to suffer and when you 
have no Sarddr in Gujerat, liow is it that GovindrAv goes 
about styling himself a Raja. Why does the Sarkar not 
take notice of that F He was told that at the time the 
treaty was framed it was proposed that the “ Surat 
AththAvisi ” province should lie handed over to the iSoridr. 
But from the whebhk-tiiAa it was arranged that if any¬ 
body were to interfere with the treaty so arranged w’ith 
Fattesing they would help him. A message was received 
from them (sahebhk) that “ if any pi uposals were made 
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in cftntraventioii of that treaty they would be forced tfi 
help him (the Gaikavad). There are written documents 
extant on the subject.*' At this reply NSna felt con¬ 
strained, and it was decided that Govindruv be offered the 
appointment. He was thereafter given the dress of 
honour of the Sard^r'ship. 

When iie offered the dress of the Dimn^hip to Rivba, 
N&na said to Govindrav that Ravji was a hereditary 
servant of the Sat^kar. I transfer him to you because he 
worked hard for you with the Sarkar^ Administer your 
state under his caunsel. Repay the debt you owe to the 
Sarkar, Sarkar^fittzraa will be told off to do that work.’* 
The dress was ceremoniously given after such remarks. 
After receipt of the dress Govindrav returned home and 
distributed alms among Rrahinans and fed them with 
sweets. The usual reception was held and clotlies pre¬ 
sented as usual. When it was known that Govindrav 
received the khiiikf for Saroda, many people came to see 
him. Some were GovindrSy's friends and some were 
Ravha's friends or friends’ friends. Many wanh^d to go 
to Baroda and many were the recommendations received. 
Direct refusal would have produced discontent and it 
was not advisable to give an opportunity to people to 
grumble—while living in the capital. Everyone was 
therefore courteously told that " be (Govindrfiv) has suffer¬ 
ed great loss during the recent interval. All know it 
well. Alter reaching Baroda and establishing himself, he 
would consider tlie ctaiuis of every appliciint. It was not 
possible to arrange for their departure, because there was 
no cash in band.” TLose therefore W'ho wanted to go 
forthwith were asked to finance tlieir own expenses and 
told that tlicy should not reopen the question until he 
(Govindrav) reached his capital. After everything was 
settled, arrangement wa** to he made in accordance with 
demand for men and the income of the state. In this 
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Tnanner HaTlta managed the affair and informed Bilbuaabeb 
(Gorindrav) of what he did, Govindrilv remarked that 
the whole state was at llavha’s disposal. “ I will eat only 
what yon would give me. You need not take my permission 
to manage these allairs. Still in due deference as a 
servant, he kept him (Govindruv) daily informed of what 
he was doiiig. They started with IVtfidhavrilr Oopfll 
Kamudikar, Kri.shnanlv Bliat Patvardhan, Xawab Mir 
Kamttluddin, Maloji Eilje Gborpade’s mistress, kfoban 
Rilni, and her son, including seven or eight officers entitled 
to palanquins. There wei'e besides many respectable 
Brahmans Bhafa, BhihhidSf llamtAas (by caste) 

and Prabbus—among the latter figured Balvantray Kashi 
Phanse, Vithal Yashvant Potnis, Sadasbiv Laxinan, 
Chitnis Govindnlv, Bhai ’Jevlia/ Hari Eav, Mukund 
Jaga1}a Dada, Nilkanthrav Page’s nephew his brother 
Bhikol)a. There were Ijesides many Maratha shitedtira 
and Eonkncs. 

M^ien Govindrav parted from Patil Hava, Kh-ando 
Arji died on the way. Govindruv was very sorry. He 
embraced Eavim and said “ Up to this time you and 
Kbandopant were working conjointly for me. But now I 
have no fai thful adherent except yourself. Yon are iny sole 
support. Ill other, sister, father, brother, kith and kin. I will 
submit even if you cut my throat. I and iny descendants 
will never neglect you and your descendants. I swear (to 
that effect) by my father, mother and family gods.” 

There are many letters on record to the same effect. 
While Patil Hava was with them, Euvba nmna^red to gain 
his good ojiinion, informed lifm of BalmsTtheh's difficulties 
and got permission to leave him. lie carried on the 
daily expenfies and refunded some part of the amount due 
to Bhide. 

Eavba then w’ent to Poona. Govindruv went to 
Baro<la and raised a siege, SAake 1C93. 
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After that DadasSheb (Kaghun^thrav Peshva) came 
from Dhar. He met (Govindriir) iit Hnmai near Baroda. 
Govindrar went (in advance) to see him. Then came 
the British regiments and DiLdilsaheb returned to 
Surat. 

On reaching Barod, GovindnlT found that there was 
an excess of Arabs in tiie army. Nothing could he done 
without them. They ill<treated many people. If a man 
accidentally stumbled (on any of the Arabs) he was in¬ 
stantly killed. Thera was no remedy, no complaint and 
no appeal 1 Holkor’s army and Sinda's army looted 
(parts of the territory). There was such an anarchy in the 
state. The troubles caused by the chief of Blmj (Kachclij 
and Nagar (Jamnagar) interfered with the recovery of 
the revenue of Xathinvad. People were harassed. The 
Peshva had promised Ibat if there was trouble in the 
Baroda territory he would settle the matter. He would 
send an army. Yet Bavba was recalled to Poona by 
Riijirav II, to ariange for the repayment of the old 
balance due. Mo informed (the Pcsliva) of the state of 
affairs at Baroda but was told that “when there was 
trouble in Poona itself how could the Gaikavad lie assisted ? 
You had better manage the slate in the best wav 
you yourself can.*’ Receiving such orders, Riivba went 
to Banal who had influf ncc with the Sahel/s, Prom there 
he got armies from Mir Kajuftluddin and Nawfib sa/teb, 
and Gopsli'iiv and removed Malbarruv from Kadi to 
NiulLid, lie brought the province of Ahmcdabad under 
control with the co-o|>0rHtion of the stiheha, 

Tlien the aSAebs took Camliay and made a treaty. It 
w’as found diflicult to repay the debt because the Arabs 
had ruined the state. The complained. They were 
told that “ the Baroda state counted on the perpetual 
friendship of the iionounible Company, The Sena 
KbmA'Aet and his suceessora and your (English) successors 
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Tvill live in close frienctsihtp. What a gflin will it be! ” 
Ibihaji, Sitaiilmji, Sabhiiram Uivflnji and GopiUrflv wero 
deputed to carry this message. Such was the friendl.<ihip 
and such is now the state. 
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Govind Itac Gaikatatd. 

** Govind Rik) Gaikwtii' was sent liy his father 
Dummajee to support RughonSth Rao, against Mahtloo 
Eao, in the rubeliion of 17GS. Shortly after its 
suppression Dummajee died leaving four sons, Syajee, 
Govind Hao, lOinikjee and Fiitih Sing, The two last 
were the youngest and full brothers by the thiixl wife. 
SyajcB was the tddest son, liut by Dunimajee’a second 
wife. Govind Rao was his second son, but by the first 
married wife, * * Govind Rao was at Poona at the 
time of his father’s death, a ‘ prisoner at large ’ in con¬ 
sequence of having supported llugliouath Rao. HLs claim 
to the succession, and to his father’s rank of Setia 
kheye!, does not in the first instance appear to have been 
disputed. Upm his paying a fino of upwards of twenty- 
three/ercA:# of rupees, for his late delinquimcy, a uuzttr 
of twenty-one /acAv, and other e.vactions amounting in all 
to upwards of fifty and a half, and having also 

agreed to pjiy a tribute of seven iaaka and seventy-nine 
thousand rupees annually, to keep three thousand horse 
constantly in the service at Poona, and four thousand when 
the Pcishwa was at ivar, the title and possessions of his 
father were conferred upon Govind Rita " {Grant Duff,) 

“ Govind Eao presented a petition to the minister, 
praying to he acknowledged by the Peishwa as regent of 
the Giiekwar possessions. Hig claim was just, but 
MSnn&jce Hilo, was by paying a iVu^wr * * confirmed 
in his usurpation. Mahiklajce Sindia, liowever, espoused 
the cause of Govind 1450 and procured a rtipeal of 
Maiinajee’s appointment, upon which Mannajee applied 
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to tbe Jlombaj GovernmeDt, claiming its protection ou 
tlie terms of the treaty conducted with General Gmlclard 
by Tulip Sing. As the treaty in question was superseded 
by that of Salbye, the English declined all interference on 
that ground, * * but they were iuduced to recommend, 
througli ifr. ilalet, that some friendly compromise 
should be accepted. * * Nfma Furnuwees concurred in 
this opinion, hut ^rahadivjee Sitidia and the partisans of 
Goviud Eiio, ohjcctotl to any compromise. The qur^stba 
was, however, at once set at rest hy the death of Maniulijee 
about 1st August 1703. Still Govind Rao found it 
difficult to obtain permission to quit the Peishwa's capital. 
The ministers, without any regard to the exorbitant 
exactions already iiiijwsed <m himself and his family, 
obliged Govitid Itao to sign an agreement confirming the 
former stipulations, and ceding to the Peishwa the 
Gitek war's share of the districts south of the Taptee, 
formerly included In tlie cessions to the Company in 17S0 
together with his proportion of the customs of Surat; but 
there being no service performed by the Peishwa, towards 
the G^kwar, beyond the mere confirmation of his rights 
as regent, the British Government objected to the cession 
iis a dismemlierment of the Baroda territory, contmrv to 
the stipulations of the treaty of Salbye, The validity of 
this objection Wjis immediately admitted by Nana Euriiu- 
weea, the instrument of cc-ssion wiis restored, and Govind 
lltlo at last set out to assume liis office, us undisputed 
regent at Baroda, on the IQth December, 17!13.”‘ 

Khundo Chibiis, 

'' Khando Ballal wa.s pre.sent at the coimcil of the 
principal people assembled at Rnigail, and declared 
Ruju-Ram as the regent, after Sumhliaji’s death. 


* Omne Doff, Vol. Ill, pp. 04.115, 
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" He took a very active part in protecting Rajaram 
during bks flight to Giojee in dLsguL^e. On one occasion 
the slight circumstance of having Rajaram's feet washed 
hy a servant at first attracted attention. The wary 
observation of Khando RalJ^ discovered that there was 
a plan for arresting the whole party, and to disappoint the 
scheme, Khando Ballul with the majority of the party 
remained cooking their victuals, while Raja-Ratn and 
some others went off and escaped. Khando Rnllal (Chitnis) 
and his companions were taken, as had been foreseen : 
they were examined, confined and beaten to extort cou< 
fession but on tlieir firmly persisting in a preconcerted 
story and denying all knowledge of any fugitives from 
Mahanlslilra, they were released, and finally joined 
llajarum, who with others, had reached Ginjec in safety.”* 
Such was the fidelity of Khando Ballal, that he was held 
in great esteem. 

Prayttgjl Probhii. 

“The fort which occupies the summit of a very steep 
hill of moderate height, the defence consisting of a sheer 
scrap of over forty feet topped by a stone wall, was 
defended by BraySgji Prabhu Uavildar, who liad been 
reared in the service of Shiviiji. Ue vigorously opposed 
the !Moghals and disputed every foot of ground as they 
pushed forward their advanced posts. As soon as they 
begat) to gain any part of the hill, he withdraw his troops 
into the fort and rolled huge stones from the rock above, 
which did great execution, and, until they threw up 
cover, were as destructive as artillery. In spite of PraySg- 
ji's efforts the blockade was completed ! 

" Prayagji, the ^faratha comniaudant, w'aa buried in 
the ruins caused by the first explosion close to a temple 
dedicated to the goddess Bhavani, but was afterwards

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out alive. Hi a escape was considered a lucky omeu 
and under other circumstances might have done much to 
inspirit the garrison to prolong the defence.”' * 

E^ji Appaji, Babtiiji Appaji, Sitaram Itiioji, 
Vithalriv Bahaji and Bliaskarrav Vithal the descendants of 
Prayagji were Ministers of Baroda. The present scion 
13 Shrimat Bada Salieh alias Kamehandra Vitiialmv 
Phanse, Khasgivaie, the hereditary Tillukdftr of Vithalgad 
in Eathiau'ad. 

MaJUrRm JIaharaja, 

“ Ascends the throne, hut some of tho Marathas, jeal¬ 
ous of the right of the elder branch, do not admit tiiat 
KiijariSm ever sat on the throne. They say that he sat on 
the gadit or cushion, merely as regent, holding tlie powers 
of the Stale in trust for liLs nephew Sliuhu (Shiio) then a 
prisoner in the Moghul camp.”* 

Sittji Appaji. 

(Spelt Rowjee Appajee in Grant Dulf s History,) 

“ He (the rebel Kiinhojeu Riio) was deposed hy a party 
headed by Rowjee Appajee, a Purvoe (Prabhu) wlio u as 
the principal minister of the late Govind-Rao. Rowjee the 
minister in power and Kanhojee (the deposed authority) 
made offers to the Bomliay Govornment, Rowjee wjis 
supported hy liis brother Baliajec. Kowjee’s party was 
the strongest in Baroda. * • • TJie minister immediatolv 
proposed to the Rom bay Government to subsidise five 
battalions, ifajor Alexander IValker, wdio was sent as the 
officer in command of the detachment, was instructed to 
settle the disturijance by amicable mediation, if possilile * 
otherwise, he was to.act with Bsljffijee in suppressing the 
rebellioD of Mulhar Ruo. •• • Although Rowjee Appajee

to lie suppressed, the Government to be strengthened, its 
expenses to lie reduced, money to he raised, and debt to 
be reduced/* 

The ministry was chiefly composed of a set of Purvoes, 
(Prabhus) a cast (we) frequently remarkable for ^^reat 
fidelity and bravery, and w’hen poor, they are often frugal 
to parsimony, but it may lie observed of the Purvoea 
(Prabhus) that wherever they attain power, and can 
command wealth they are lavish and improvident. The 
bead of this ministry was Kovvjee Apjiitjeo who died in 
July, 1S03.”' 

Sttkharam JSitpn. 

Sukaram Bliugwunt Bhokeel, Koolkurnce of Hewra, 
and the descendant of Puirtojee Gopiiiath, who betrayed 
Afjiool Khan into the hands of Sivajee, was the princifMtl 
minister at the period when the British Government 
first took an active part in the politics of the Poona Dor- 
A«r, and is liest known by his familiar name SakarSm 
Bappoo” 

“ It Ls necessary to state that Sukuram Bappoo was ori¬ 
ginally concerned in Eagoba’s conspiracy against the 
lilierty, though not the life, of Narruin-Eao. After the 
murder, as it was deemed by the ministers generally, a 
measure of prudence to affect a dislielief of Kugonath’s 
participation, of course SukitFam Bappoo hud stronger 
reasons than any of them, for professing that opinion/* 

“But Sttkiiriim’s death scene was not closed in Pertab- 
gurb, the cautious jealousy of Nana Funiuwecs removed 
him secretly from one place to another to prevent rescue 
or insurrection, and once great Sukfiram Bappoo perished 
miserably in Ilaigurh/**

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Sakhurajit Hart. 

“ His friend (Raghunathruv Pesbva’s) SakLaram Hari 
(Sukuruin Hurry) who fought by hLs side, enubled him to 
defend himself until rescued by his nephew.”' 

(2) A Ijody of Arabs, whom ho had lately entertain¬ 
ed, refused to fight without puy, Manajee Pbakray and 
SakharAin Hari, two of his liest offleers, were wounded

” Sakhariim Hari was a Prabhu and is not a singular 
instance of the unshaken fidelity of that class in the 
history of jMaharashtra,”* 

Satara. 

The fort of Safara occupieH the summit of a hill of 
moderate height, but very steep; its defences consist of a 
scrap of upwards of forty feet in pfu pendicular black rock, 
on the top of which there is a stone wall. It was defended 
by Pryiigjee Purvoe (Prayligji Praliliu), Haviidar, who 
had been reared in the service of Shivajee. He vigorous¬ 
ly opposed the 3foghuls and disputed every foot of ground 
as they pushed forward their advanced posts. As soon 
as they began to gain any psirt of the hill, he withdrew

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his troops into the fort, and rolled down huge stones 
from the rock above, which did great execution, and until 
thev could throw up cover, were as destructive as 
artillery, The blockade, however, was complete, no com- 
mutiicalion could be held with the country, and as the 
small stock of grain in the garrison was soon exhausted, 
the besieged must have been compelled to surrender; 
• * * The divisions on the west and south faces 

erected batteries, but a grand attack was directed agtiinst 
the North-East angle which assumes nearly the shape of a 
tower and is one of the strongest points, the rock being 
forty-two feet high, and the bastion, now on the top of 
it, consists of twenty-five feet of masonry, making a 
total height of sixtv-seveu feet, Turbeeut Khan under- 
took to mine this angle and at the end of four months 
and a half had completed two mines. 8o confident 
were the Moghuls of success that the storming party 
was ready formed but concealed, as much as possible, 
under the brow of the hill from the view of the garrison. 
Aurungsiebe was invited to view the spectacle, and a 
stratagem was formed to draw all the garrison towards 
the bastion, by t)ie Emperor’s moving off from that side 
in grand procession, so that when the match was ready to 
be applied, hundreds of MahmttAs, attracted by his 
splendid retinue, crowded to the rampart, among others 
Frayagjee the commandant. The first mine was fired, it 
burst several fissures in the rock, and occasioned so violent 
a concussion, that a great part of the masonry was throuTi 
inwards, and crushed many of the garrison in its ruins. 
The storming party, in their eagerness, advanced nearer, 
the match was applied to the train of the second and 
larger mine, but being improperly constructed, it burst 
outwards with a dreadful explosion and upwards of two 
thousand of the Moghuls are said to have been destroyed 
on the spot. Prayiigji, the Mahratta commandant, wi

buried in the ruins by the firat explosion, close to a temple 
dedicated to the ^ddess Bhowiinee, but was afterwanls 
dug^ out alive. TTis escape was considered a happy omen 
and under other circumstances might have been of much 
consequence in animating the Hindu garrison to prolong 
the defence. * * Satara surrendered about the middle 

of April, 1700.
